O ON after the Arrival of Francis Nichols 
/on, Eſq ; Governor of this Province, his 
Excellency indefatigably apply'd him- 
ſelf to regulate the Affairs of this Go- 
vernment, which he found in great Diſ- 
order; and firſt ſettl'd a good Under- 
ſtanding with the Indians, call'd Cheri. 
bees, or Charokees, a very populous Nation, living in the 
Mountains, within 300 Miles of Charles-Town, whither 
theſe Indians ſent Deputies to adjuſt ſome Differences, 
immediately upon the Notice they had of the Governor's 
Arrival; and ſoon afterwards, they made a more nume- 
rous Deputation to perfect what was begun by their for - 
mer Deputies. Tis a Curioſity worth knowing, the 
Way of treating between the Englif: and the Indians 
and therefore the following Speeches will, we hope, be 
acceptable to our Readers. 4 


The Speech of his Excellency Francis Nicholſon, 7; Coe 


 vernor of this Province, to Wooſataſate, or Wootaſh- 
tau, King, and to the Heads of the Lower and Middle 


Settlements of the Charokee Abe... - 


HEN you deliver'd your Acknowledgments, 
and paid your Submiſhon to this Government, 


. the other Day, I obſerv'd * made Mention of 37 


Towng 
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His moſt Sacred Majeſty, the King of Ereat Britain, 
has honour'd me with his Commiſſion, not only to go- 
vern the Chriſtian Inhabitants of this Province of Syuth- 
Carolina, but alſo all the Indian Nations that own Obedi- 
ence to his Government; therefore I fignify'd to you 
my Pleaſure, that the Chief Men of each of your 
Towns ſhould come to me, that ſuch a laſting Peace and 
Friendſhip might be concluded between us, as might 
invislably be kept, and had in Remembrance by us for 
ever: And it is a particular Satisfaction to me, to 
find, That your Nation has remarkably diſtinguiſh'd it 
ſelf in ſhewing your early Obedience to this Govern- 
ment, and your good Inclinations to cultivate a right 
Underſtanding with us: I do aſſure you, that nothing 
ſhall be wanting on my Part te promote and maintain 
the ſame z and as the following Propoſitions will great · 
Iy conduce thereto, I expect you will conſent and agree 
to, and ſtrictly obſerve them. 
I. That at all Times, and on all Occafions, you ſhew 


and acknowledge your Obedience and Loyalty to this 
His Majeſty's Government, and that you punctually ob- 
ſerve and follow all ſuch Orders, and Inſtructions as you 
ſhall from Time to Time receive from me, or any other 
of his Majeſty's ſucceeding Governors; reſting aſſur'd, 
that they will be founded on the beſt Methods for car- 
rying on a Trade with you, and for the Safety and Secu- 
rity of this Province. | / | 7 
II. That you pay due Obedience to all ſuch of your 
Chief Men as this Government ſhall think merit to be 
particularly diſtinguiſh'd amongſt you; and who in Con- 
ſequence of that, ſhall receive the Favour of a Commiſ- 
ſion from this Government to have the Command over 
you. | 
IIT. That vou behave your ſelves kindly and civilly 
to all Englihmen, coming to trade amongſt vou, and do 
them all the good Offices that lie in your Power; and 
that particular Care be taken, if at any Time any of 
your young Men, or others, ſhall injure any Treder in 
+ Stheir Goods, or Horſes, the Town to which the Offender 
7 helongs, fhall make Satisfaction to the Perſon yer 
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and at all Times procure Proviſions ſuitable for the Tra- 
ders at reaſonable Prices. N 

IV. That fince your Nation is ſo Mountainous, that 
Pack-Horſes cannot tra vel therein, you ſhall readily aid, 
and aſſiſt the Traders in carrying their Goods from Town 


to Town, for ſuch Pay as you and they ſhallagree, which 


will tend much to the Encouragement of the Trade. 

V. I thall give ſtrict Orders to all Perſons trading 
amonegft you from this Government, to behave them- 
ſelves friendly to you, and that they do not preſume to 
abuſe, or impoſe any Hardſhips upon any of you; but 
ſhould any of them act contrary to my Orders in that 
Behalf, your beſt Way will be to difcourage ſuch Tra- 


ders, by buying no more Goods of them, 


VI. Frequent Complaints have been made, that your 
People have often broke open the Stores belonging te 


our Traders, and carry'd away their Goods; and alſo 


pillag'd ſeveral of their Packs, when em ploy'd and en- 
truſted to carry them up; and Reſtitution has never been 
made, which are great Faults: We therefore recom- 
mend to you, to take all poſſible Precautions to prevent 
ſuch ill Practices for the future, which certainly will 
greatly decreaſe your Trade, rather than procure you a 
better Supply. 5 
VII. I am now to tell you, that my beſt Endeavours 
ſhall be us'd conftantly to ſupply you with Goods, as 
long as you continue to uſe our Traders kindly, as alſo 
the People of Virginia, who are, as well as we, the Sub- 
jets of his Britannick Majeſty ; and to prevent any Inju- 


ry or Miſunderſtanding, we have paſs'd a Law, which 


appoints Commiſtoners that are to go twice a Year to 
the Congaree, or Savana Garriſon, to hear and redreſs all 
Grievances that ſhall hereafter happen between any of 
our Traders and your People; and the faid Commiſſio- 
ners ſhall have with them that Part of our Law that re- 
lates to you, and ſhall cauſe the ſame to be interpreted - 
t you, | NE | 5 

VIII. Vooſataſate being a Man in great Eſteem amongſt 
you, having given frequent Teſtimonies of his Affection 
and firm Adherence to this Government, and being 
appointed King over you by the former Governor of this 


Province; ſo I, who am fent immediately from his Ma- 


jeſty, having the ſame Regard to ſo deſerving a Man, 

and in Compliance with your own Requeſt, that I would 

conſtitute proper Commanders over you, do now de- 

clare the ſaid „ your Leader „ 
| 2 
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in Chief, over all the lower Settlements of the Charro- 
kees, and give him a Commiſſion for that Office, under 
the Broad Seal of this his Majeſty's Province; and I do 
expect that you all pay him due Obedience, and give 
him all the Aſſiſtance in your Power, when the Intereſt 
and Safety of this Government, and the Security, and 
Aſſiſtance of the Traders amongſt you are concern'd; 
and that you preſent him with Proviſions of all Sorts, 
to enable him the better to entertain all the Chiefs a- 
mong you, when they, or our Traders, have any Thing 
to communicate to him; and that you pay the ſame O- 
bedience as if I was perſonally with you; I recommend 
this to you for your own Intereſt and Advantage, and 
expect you ſtrictly obſerve it. | | 

IX. I expect that you, Vooſataſate, Commander of the 
Lower People, do, within a Month after your Return, 
call together all the Chief Men in your Diftrit, and 
that you make them thoroughly acquainted with what I 
now fay to you, and require of you, and ſhall give Di- 
rect ions, that all the Exgliſi nen amongſt you ſhall be at 
that Meeting. | | 

X. That your ancient Government may be reſtor'd, 
T recommend to you to keep-your young Men in that due 
Decorum they us'd to be; that they may be taught to 
obey their Superiors, and Men of Experience amongſt 
them, and to behave themſelves orderly, which I am in- 
form'd they do not do; and when you put in Practice 
my Advice, you will ſoon find your Advantage in 
it. | | | 
XI. Some of your People having ſeveral Times here- 
tofore come to this Government, to ſtipulate Matters in 
Behalf of yeur Nation, without any Authority from 
your Chiefs, which is of ill Conſequence ; I intend 
therefore to give ſorne Tokens to the Commanders 
of the Upper and Lower Settlements to be kept by them ; 
that when they have Occaſion to communicate any 
Thing to this Government, they may ſend down the 
Token; by which Means we ſhall be convinc'd they are 
ſufficiently autheriz'd to treat with us; otherwiſe no 
Notice will be taken of them, 

XII. When at any Time I ſhall have any Propoſals to 
make to you, I will ſend them in Writing, with the 
Broad Seal afix'd to them, which is the ſame as that 
fix d to the Commiſſion to ſome of the Traders, or others, 
which when you ſee, I expect you will have great Re- 
ard ta them, and that you give due Faith and Credit to 
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what ſuch Trader or others, ſhall ſay; and when he 


has offer'd to you my Thoughts, he is to deliver to 
you the {aid Paper, together with the Broad Seal, which 
you are to keep: And if any of them propoſe to you any 
Affair relating to the Government, without producing a 
new Broad Seal, you may look upon it as coming from 
themſelves, and not from me; you are on no Account 
to make Complaints of any Traders by the Perſuaſion 
of another Trader. | | 

XIII. The Preſent I now make you, is ſent to you 
from the King of Great Britain, our great Maſter, 
which you are to divide amongſt your ſelves; and the 
Piece of black Cloth is to ſhew the Concern we have for 
the Loſs of your People that dy'd on their Return 
Home, the laſt Time they came to ſee me, which is to 
be given amongſt the Families of the deceas'd. f 

XIV. As I have now declar'd myſelf in publick to 
you, and told you what I expect from you, ſo all for- 
mer Faults are now forgot, and the Remembrance of 
them for ever bury'd between us, that we may live in 
the ſtrifteſt Amity and Friendſhip; and as the King, 
my Roval. Maſter, does always inviolably keep his 
Word, ſo he ex pets that every Body that are his Friends, 
and in Alliance with him, will be juſt to theirs, and 
therefore hope, you will have great Regard to yours, 

I wiſh you well Home, and recommend to you, fs 
to govern your People, that there may never be any 
more Complaints, but that our Friendſhip may remain 
as long as the Sun and Moen endures. |

Now we defire you, being the great King's beloved 
Child, that we have made you our great Governor, in 
the King's Stead, and ſhall now call you by a Name in 
our own Language, which is O- Hy-con- no- mes kee, to all 
our Towns. ” 

We deſire, as we take you for our Father, and great 
Governor, that you will take that Care of us, that we 


may not. want for a good Trade of Goods from this Coun- 


try; and that for the future, we will be loving and kind 


to all ſuch Traders as you ſhall ſend among us. | 
We have been down here ſome conſiderable Time, 


and ſhall be ready to depart from hence in two Days. 


We acknowledge to have receiv'd Abundance of Civi- 
lIities, more than ever before, for which we return you 
all our hearty Thanks, and deſire to know where we 
Mall get Proviſions to carry us Home; and alſo we beg 
to know what Traders are now going up, and defire 
that Captain Hatton, and Mr. Wigan may go with us in 
Company; for we hear the Creeks lie in the Road wait- 
Ing for us, and do defire that we may be well ſupply'd 
with Ammunition by the Traders that are now going 
up, that we may be at all Times able to defend our 
ſelves and you. | 

Now we bid you Farewell, and at all Times ſhall be 
Cure and punctual in obeying your Commands, and 
do expett to hear from you by every Opportunity that 
preſents. | 

We ask'd you for ſome of our People to go Home, 
to ſee our great King, but have not had your An- 
ſwer. | 

We deſire to hear all News by every Opportunity that 
offers, and ſhall at all Times let you know what News 


there is among us. 


That all Times, when you write us any News, let 
us know, if you are diſturbed by any Enemies; for we 
Mall be at all Times ready to come down in a Body to 
your Afliſtance. |

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Owards the End of laſt Year, the following melan- 
& choly Advices were receiv'd from Jamaica, pubs 
liſh'd there by Authority. 


AN the 28th paſt we had here a violent Hurricane: It 
() began at Eight in the Morning, and continu'd un- 
til Ten at Night: The Height of it was from Eleven at 
Noon till One; during which Time, it rain'd very 
hard, and the Wind often ſhifted: Near one Half of tho 
Houſes are thrown down, or ſhatter'd to ſuch a Degree, 
that they are irrepairable, and few or none, have 
eſcap'd without ſome Damage; inſomuch that the Town. 
appears in a ruinous Condition : Several People are 
wounded ; but we hear of no more than three Perſons 
who loſt their Lives. The Wharfs are all deſtroy'd, and 
moſt of the Sugars and other Commodities that were there, 
are waſh'd away. From Liguania we hear, that moſt © 
of their Works and Houſes are blown down, and a Plan- 
tation entirely deſtroy'd by a vaſt Quantity- of Sand 
being waſh'd into it. We likewiſe hear, they have ſuſ- 
tain'd great Damages at St. Mary's, Wagwater, St. Da- 
vid's, and St. Thomas's in ths Eaſt; but we have not 
the Particulars. We are inform'd, the Hurricane began 
at ſome of thoſe Places, about Seven the Night before 
and the Damage they receiv'd, was between that Time 
and Eight the next Morning, when its Violence abated.

St. Jago de la Vega, September z. 

WI have receiv'd conſiderable Damage in our 

Buildings in tic late Hurricane, particularly 
the King's Houſe, and Secretary's Office; but we hear 
of very few that are any ways hurt in their Perſons. It 
is remarkable, that thoſe Houſes which were built by the 
Spaniards ſuſtain'd very little Damage, though 'tis now 
ſixty-ſeven Years fince the Conqueſt of that Iſland ; 
conſequently, thoſe Buildings are of a much older Date: 
From whence he may reaſonably conclude, that thev 
have met with Accidents of the like Nature, that put 


| them upon that Manner of Building. We have an Ac- 


count from Old- Harbour, that the Houſes and People 
there are all deſtroy'd except two, and that moſt of 
their Works and Houſes at the Plantations: are thrown

teen-Mile-Walk, and St. Thomas's in the Vale. Yeſterday 
his Excellency ſate in Council; and this Day was 
publiſh'd a Proclamation, for ſecuring and reſtoring to;

H E dreadtul Hurricane we had here, the 28th of 

laſt Month, we were under Apprehenſions of the 
Day beéfore, from the Weather appearing very un- 
ſettled, and the Wind often ſhifting: But the moſt ſur. 
prizing Circumſtance, which put us under the greateſt 
Conſternat ion, was the prodigious Swell of the Sea; 
throwing up ſeveral hundred Tuns of Stones, and Rocks 
of a large Size, over the Wall, at the Eaſtward Part of 
the Town, though at the ſame Time there was very lit- 
tle, if any, Wind. In the Night, there was ſome Rain, 
Thunder and Lightning, the which, we were in Hopes 
would have clear'd the Airz but before the Morning, 
the Town was overflow'd with Water, occaſion'd by the 
Continuance of the Swell of the Sea: About Eight, it 
began to blow with great Violence, at N. E. and con- 
tinu'd till Ten at Night, during which Time, it 
rain'd very hard, and the Wind often ſnifted; but the 
extream Part was from Eleven at Noon till One, when 
the Water was about five Foot high all over the 
Town, and we expected every Moment to be deſtroy'd. 
About Three in the Afternoon, the Wind abated by 
Degrees, and the Waters fell away; but a more melan- 
choly Proſpect ſcarely ever was ſeen, and is not to be 
deſcrib'd: The Streets being cover'd with Ruins of 
Houſes, Wrecks of Boats and Veſſels, and great Num ;- 
bers of dead Bodies: The Inhabitants that were pre- 
ſerv'd, reduc'd to great Extremity for want of Water, 
Proviſions, and other Neceſſaries, which were moſtly 
deſtroy d; inſomuch that a great Number muſt have 
periſh'd, had it not been for the Aſſiſtance of his Ma- 
Jeſty's Ships that rid out the Storm. Fort-Charles has 
ſuffer'd very much, and the Eaſt End ſunk ſeveral Foot; 
moſt of the Cannon diſmounted, and ſome waſh'd into 
the Sea: The Church, and the Row of Houſes to the 
Eaſtward of the Town, are waſh'd away; inſomuch 
that there is very little Appearance of any Buildings. 
Near 400 Perſons loſt their Lives, and above Half 


the Town is deſtroy d: In ſhort, the Damage is fo 
| conſiderable, 
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oonſicerable⸗ that it cannot be computed. The Magi- 
ſtrates were very diligent on this unhappy Occaſion, in 
burying the dead Bodies, and preventing Proviſions 
being ſold at higher Rates than oy were at, before the 
Storm. 

The Duke of York, C ptain 3 of Loni, caſt a- 
way near Green Bay. the Maſter and Men, except three, 
drown'd. The Chriſtabella, Captain Griffin, of London, 
drove aſhore, and broke her Back, the Men and Part of 
the Cargo ſav'd. The King William, Captain Ruddock of 
Briftol, ſtranded, the Men and Part of the Cargo ſav'd. 
Frederick, Captain Good, of Briſtol, ſtranded, the Men 
ſav'd. Th he Robert and Henry of Briſtol, Captain Fones, 
firanded, Men ſav'd, Cargo loſt. The King ſton, Captain 
Maſters, in the Service of the 'South- Sea Company, with 
200 Negroes on board, founder'd, the Maſter, and moſt 
of the Men and Negroes drown'd. The Onſlow, and 
another of the Prizes taken by the Swallow, on the 
Coaſt of Cuiney from the Pirates, are loſt; the other 
call'd the Ranger, rid out the Storm, after cutting a- 
way her Maſts. Fourteen 9 moſt of them belong- 
ng to the Iſland, are loft.

Extraft of a Letter to the Lords Commiſſioners of the Ad- 
miralty, from Capt. Harris, Commander in Chief 14 his 
Mojefty 's Ships at Jamaica. | 


Fes on Board his Majeſty" s Ship the F alkland, in Port- 
Royal Harbour in Jamaica, Sept. 8, 1922. 

N the 28th paſt, about Eight in the Morning, we 
() had a very violent Hurricane, which held all the 
Day, ſo that of about 3o Sail of Merchant Ships, but 
two are left ſwimming z and but one Sloop of many that 
were in this Harbour, is ſav'd. The Iſland in general 
has ſuffer'd very much, many of their Houſes, Mills, 
Oc. blown down, and 1 do not hear of any that have 
eſcap'd being much damag'd. Oye third Part of Port 
Royal is entirely deſtroy'd. and many Families loſt by 
the Sea breaking into it. His Majeſty's Ships here, viz. 
this Ship, the Swallow, Weymouth, and Happy Hoop, are 
ſafe, but we have loſt all our Maſts, and parted moſt of 
our Cables our Boats are all gone, as are moſt of thoſe 
belonging to the Town, which hinders us very much 
in looking for our Rafts of Maſts, Oc. We have got 
all our Anchors again, and our Ships inte proper Births 
and moor'd. The Launceſton, Adventure, and Mermaid, are 
at Sea, The Naval Storehouſe is blown down: I have 
People there, clearing away the Rubbiſh, and ſecuring 
the Stores in the beſt Manner they can in the Victual- 
ling Storehouſe, which ſtands without great Damage. 
When we can get our Rafts together, we ſhall endeavour 
to fix Jury Maſts for the Swallow and Weymouth, to car- 
ry them Home. I fhall be getting this Ship mafted, and 
fitted as ſoon as poſſible. The Storm made the He 22 
Soap complain ſo much, that the Captain was obl 
to clear his Decks of all his Guns, tokeep her from Ius. 
dering; but as we have got Maſts for her, of ſome of

Se. t. Jago de la Vega, Sept. 20, 1722. 

N the 28th of Auguſt laſt, it pleas'd Almighty God 

to viſit this Colony with a moſt dreadful Storm, 
which has blown down many of our Houſes, deſtroy'd 
moſt of the Shipping in our Harbours, and many hun- 
dreds of People, particularly at Pert.

Taid Ifland 3 and that the Goods of the Sufferers of our 
Town ef Port. Royal, and other Places, have been in 
the moſt ſcandalous Manner ſecreted and embezzill'd; 
and we having nothing more at Heart than the Security 
of the Rights and Properties of our good Subjects, for 
whoſe late Loſſes we are ſenſibly afflicted 3 and to dif- 
courage the ſaid Practice which is ſo abhorrent to Hu- 
manity and Juſtice; and to the End that Reſtitut ion may, 
as far as in us lies, be made to the rightful Owners, or 
their Repreſentatives, We have, out of our Princely 
Compaſſion for the Miſeries of our Subjects, thought fit, 
by the Advice of our Council of the ſaid Iſland, to iſſue 
this our Royal Proclamation, hereby commanding our 
Provoſt-Marſhal-General of our ſaid Ifland, to ſeize 
upon, and take into his Poſfeſhon, all ſuch Goods as 
ſthall be found either on Ship-board, or on the Shote, 
and which were either Part of the Cargo of any Ship

the Harbours or Rivers of our ſaid Iflands ; as alfo to 
adminiſter an Oath to any Perſon, or Perſons, whom he 
ſhall have Cauſe to ſuſpctt to have receiv'd, or ſtill to 
detain, or conceal, ſuch Goods as are herein before de- 
ſcrib'd. And in Caſe of any Perſons Refuſal to deliver 
any of the ſaid Goods, or to take ſuch Oath concerning 
the ſaid Goods, or any Part thereof, then to take him, her, 
or them into his Cuſtod y, there to be ſafely kept until 
farther Order. And we do farther authorize our ſaid 
Provoſt-Marſhal, to impreſs Slaves, Wains, and Boats, 
in the Execution of our Commands herein. And ſor the 
more ſpeedy Redreſs of our Subjects, we do hereby direct 
our ſaid Provoſt-Marſhal to publiſh an Inventory, with 
the Marks or Numbers of all ſuch Goods as ſhall come 
into his Hands by virtue of theſe Preſents, which, upon 
Affida vit, or other Proof of the reſpective Owner or 
Owners Right or Property thereto, to the Satisfaction of 
our ſaid Provoſt-Marſhal, upon his Order, be imme- 
diately deliver'd to the ſaid Owner or Owners. And 
we do ſtrictly charge and command all our Juſtices, 
Coroners, Officers of our Cuſtoms, and other our Sub- 
jets. to be aiding and afliſting to our Provoſt-Marſbal in 
the Execution of the Premiſſes. And to the End that 
wicked Tranſzreſſors may alſo ſuffer the other Penaltics 
inflited on them by Law, we do enjoyn all our Officers 
and Subjects, to put in Execution, in the moſt rigid Man- 
ner (as far as the ſame regards our ſaid Iſland) one Act 
of Parliament paſſed in the twelfth Year of the Reign 
of the late Queen Anne, intitled, An Act for the preſerving 
all ſuch Ships and Goods thereof, which jhall happen to be 
forc'd on Shore, or ſtranded, upon the Coaſt of this Kingdom, 
or any other of her Majeſty's Dominions.

Fourthly, Becauſe we think it inconſiſtent as well with 
the Honour and Dignity, as with the Juſtice of this 
Houſe, in the Caſe of the meaneſt Subjects, to come to Re- 
ſolutions for depriving them of their Liberty, upon 
other than clear and ſatisfactory Grounds z but as the 
Members, of both Houſes. of Parliament, are by the

Then, in a grand Committee, the Commons conſtder d 
on Ways and Means to raſſe the Supp! y, and 4 . 
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was made, That towards raiſing the Supply, and reim- 
burſing to the Publick the great Expences occaſion d by 
the late Rebellions and Diſorders, the Sum of One Hun- 
dred Thouſand Pounds p* rais'd and jevy'd upon the real 
and perſonal, Eftates of all Papiſts, Popiſſi Recuſants, 
gr Perſons equcated in 3 Religion, or whoſe 
Parents are Papiſts, or who thall profeſs the Popiſh 
Religion, in lieu of all Forfsitures already incurr'd for 
or upon an Account of their Recuſancy, and in lieu of 
the Rents and Profits of two Thirds of their regiſter'd 
Eſtates, for one Year. This Motion was opos d by Sir 
Wilfred Lawſon, Mr. Orflow, Mr. Hungerford, and Dr. 
friends who ſuggeſted, That ſuch an extraordinary Tax 
would carry the Face of Perſecution, which was incon- 
ment with the P 
fant Religion; and Dr. Friend added, That fome of 
thoſe that had their Education in Foreign Popiſh Se- 
minaries, prov'd ſome of the beſt Friends to the preſent 


Government. To this, Mr. Yonge anſwer'd, That he 


knew very, little of foreign Education, but he doubted 
very much, that Loyalty to King George was taught by 
Prieſts and Jeſuits in Romiſk Seminaries. The Lord Gage, 
who wag bred a Roman Catholick, and has feveral Rela- 
tions of that Religion, thought it a Duty incumbent up- 
on him to ſpeak in their Favour, which he did ſeveral 
Times, and among other Things faid, that he believ'd 


moſt of them to be very loyal Subjects, tho* by their Prin- 


ciples they cannot take the Oath of Supremacy ; and 
therefore his Lordſhip propos'd, that a new Oath of Al- 
legiance might be fram'd for them. William Thompſon, 
Eſq; ſpoke on the fame Side, and declar'd his Abhor- 
tence of perſecuting any Body on Account of their 
Opinions in Religion. This was anſwer'd by Sir Vi- 
liam Thomplon, Recorder of London, who ſtated the true 
Notion of Perſecution, which, in his Opinion, was on- 
ly when any one is punifh*d for his particular Opinion 
in Religion, and for ſerying God according to that Q- 
pinion, and the Dictates of his Conſcience : But he ad- 
ded, that was not the Caſe here, for the extraordinary 
Tax now intended to be rais'd upon the Papiſts, was 
not a Puniſhment for their being Roman Cathelicks, 
but on Account of Penalties they had at divers Times 
incurr'd, for being Enemies to the Civil Government, 
raiſing Rebelliens, and contriving Plots againſt the State. 
He was anſwer'd again by the Lord Gage; who was reply'd 
to by Mr, Horatio Walpole, W by Mr. Hunger ford. At

rinciples and Temper of the Prote- 
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laſt Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer ſtood up, and repre. 
Tented the great Dangers this Nation had been in, ever 
fince the Reformation, from the conſtant Endeavours of 
Popery to ſubvert our happy Conſtitution, and the Prote. 
{tant Religion, by the molt cruel, violent, and unjuſtif. 
able Methods; that he would not take upon him to charge

In the mean Time, the Friends and Agents of the 
Roman Catholicks beſtirr'd themſelves very much in 
their Favour; ſo that, on Monday the 26th of November, 
when the ſaid Reſolution was reported, and the Queſtion 
being put, That the Houſe agree with the Committee, 
the ſame met with a very vigorous Oppoſition, not on- 
ly from my Lord Gage, Mr. Lutwych, Mr. Hunger ford, 
and Mr. Soper, but alſo from Sir Joſeph Jekyl, the Ma- 
ſter of the Rolls, who, among other Things, took Notice, 
That tho* the Law for taking away two Thirds of the 
Eſtates of Popiſh Recuſants, which was made in Queen 
E1izabeth's Reign, vas a juſt Puniſhment the Roman Ca- 
tholicks drew upon themſelves by their frequent Con- 
ſpiracies againſt her Life and Government ; yet neverthe- 
leſs, ſuch was the Wiſdom and Moderation of that excel- 
lent Princeſs, and of her Miniſters, that they never put 
that ſevere Law in Execution; and ſince thoſe great Vir 
tues ſhine no leſs brightly in his preſent Majeſty, than 
in Queen Elizabeth, his Royal Predeceſſor, he wiſh'd he 
could ſay the ſame of thoſe who have the Honour to 
zrve him. Mr. Weſt, and ſome others, ſpoke likewilc 
zainſt the Reſolution z but they were anſwer'd by Mr 
Lowndes, Captain Vernon, and by Mr. Chancellor of the 
Exchequer ; ſo that the Queſtion being put thereupol. 
it 
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it was carried by 188 Votes, againſt 172; and a Bill 
was order'd to be brought in accordingly. | 

On the ſame Day (November 26.) the Commons read 
a Petition of ſeveral Merchants and Traders to Carolina, 
Spain, and Portugal, complaining, That (as the Law now 
is) they are oblig'd to import Rice of the Growth of 
Carolina directly to Great Britain, which occaſions a dou- 
ble Expence, and endangers the ſpoiling thereof; and 
praying, that a Bill might be brought in for their Re- 
lief, which Petition was referr'd to a Committee. 

The next Day, Mr. Speaker was order'd to ifſue out 
his Warrant for a new Writ for electing a Burgeſs for 
the Borough of Dunwich in Suffolk, in the Room of Ed. 
ward Vernon, Eſq; who had made his Election to ſerve for 
the Borough of Penryn in Cornwal, After this, a Peti- 
tion of ſeveral Merchants of London, trading to Virginia, 
and Maryland, in Behalf of themſelves and others, was 
preſented to the Houſe and read, ſetting forth, That 
ſince the Union with Scotland, vaſt Quantities of To- 
bacco have been imported thither from Virginia and 
Maryland, great Part whereof has been brought into that 
Part of Great Britain call'd England, and there ſold at 
ſuch Prices as give juſt Ground to believe, that the ſe» 
veral Duties payable thereon have not been duly col- 
lected; and praying, that ſome Method may be taken 
to ſettle the Tobacco Trade, and that Leave may be 
given to bring in a Bill for the better Regulation there- 
of. This Petition was referr'd to the Conſideration of 
a Committee, which was thereupon appointed with Pow- 
er to ſend for Perſons, Papers, and Records; and ſeve- 
ral other Petitions, relating to the ſame Affair, being 
afterwards preſented and read, were alſo referr'd to that 
Committee. Then Mr. Gybbon reported from the Com- 
mittee of Privileges and Elections, the Matter as it ap- 
pear'd to them, touching the Election for the Borough of 
Stafford in Stafford/hire, and the Reſolutions of the Com- 
mittee thereupon, which were unanimouſly agreed to, 
viz,, I. That the Right of Election of Burgeſſes to ſerve 
in Parliament for the ſaid Borough, is in the Mayor, Al- 
dermen and Burgeſſes reſiant within the ſaid Borough. 
II. That Thomas Foley, Eſq; and John Dolphin, Eſq; were 
duly elected for the ſaid Borough.

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mittee. It was reſolv'd to addreſs his Majeſty for all 
Orders and Inſtructions given by the Lords Commiſſio. 
ners of his Majeſty's Treaſury, and all Reports and Pa- 
pers laid before their Lordſhips, relating to the Com- 

plaints ef the Engliſi Merchants, concerning Tobacco 
imported into Scotland, and carry'd from thence and fold 
in England. And then the Malt-Bill was read a ſecond 
Time, and committed to a Committee of the whole 
Houſe. 3 

November 29, the Commons appointed a Committee 
to inſpect what Laws are expir'd or near expiring, and to 
report their Opinion to the Houſe, which of them are fit 
to be reviv'd or continu'd ; and then in a grand Commit. 
tee ſome Progreſs was made in the Land-Tax Bill. 

On the laſt Day of November, upon a Motion made 
by Mr. Treby, Secretary at War, a Bill was order'd to 
be brought in for puniſhing Mutiny and Deſertion, Oc. 
Then a Petition of the Town and County of Southamp- 
ton, complaining of the infamous Practice of Running 
of Goods, and praying that a Stop might be put to that 
pernicious and deſtructive Trade, was read, and referr'd 
to a Committee: But a Petitlon of the Shipwrights (pray- 
ing, that a Bill be brought in to enable his Majeſty's 
Subjects to import any unſawed ſtreight and Compaſs fo- 
reign Oak Timber, free from Duty, in Brit} built 
Ships, and for ſuch ſhort Time as the Honſe ſhall judge 
fit) was rejected. After this, a farther Progreſs was 
made in a grand Committee, in the Land-Tax Bill. 

December 1, The Commons did nothing material ; 
but en Monday, the 3d of December, after they had or- 
der'd the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms to lay before 
the Houſe ſeveral Papers relating to the Tobacco Trade, 
from Auguſt 1720, to Auguſt 1722. Mr. Trehy prefent- 
ed to the Houſe the Bill for puniſhing Mutiny and 
Deſertion, Oc. which was receiv'd; and then, in a Com- 
mittee of the whole Houſe, the Land- Tax Bill was gone

On the 4th of December, Mr. Frecker, from the Trez- 
ſary, laid before the Commons ſeveral Reports and Pa- 
pers relating to Tobacco imported into Scotland, and ex- 
ported from thence; which were referr'd to the Com- 
mittee appointed to examine into that Affair.

for High Treaſon, in compaſſing and imagining the Death of 
the King. In the Court of King s- Benck, Weſtminſter, jy 
Michaelmas Term, in the Year 1722. Peruſed by the'Right 
Honourable the Lord Chief Fuſtice, and the reſt 0 the Judges 
of the ſaid Court, and hy the Counſel for his Majeſty, and for 
the Priſoncr. This Trial containing 39 Sheets in Print, or 
156 Pages, in Folio, it cannot be expected that we who are 
confin'd.to ſo narrow Bounds, ſhould give our Readers an 
exact Abſtract of the whole Proceeding, and therefore we 
ſhall content ourſelves, with preſerving in this Regiſter, 
uch remarkable Paſſages as may be moſt uſeful to future 
Writers, towards illuſtrating the Hiſtory of theſe Times. 


Tue Trial of Chriſtopher Layer, Eſq; | 

On Wedneſday the 31ft of October, 1722, when Mr, 
Layer was brought to the Court of King's. Bench, and 
there.arraign'd; after the Reading of his Ind ictment for 
High Treaſon, he deſir'd the Lord Chief Juſtice to in- 
dulge him, and then complain'd, That he was brought 
there in Chains and Fetters; that he had been uſed 
more like an Algerine Captive, than a freeborn Engliſhman ; 
that he had been dragg'd through the Streets by the 
Hands of Gaolers, and had been made a Shew and a 
Spectacle of. I am now, added he, in a Court of Juſtice 
before your Lordſhip, and I hope the Time will come, 
when [I ſhall have a candid and fair Trial, and not be 
made a Sacrifice to the Rage and Fury of any Party, 
or the Neceſſity of the Times. My Lord, I had not ſaid 
this, but I have been inſulted ſince I came into the 
Hall: A Gentleman came and told me, Either you muſt 
die, or the Plot muſt die. My Lord, this is Uſage inſut- 
ferable in a Chriſtian Nation ; and I think I can lay my 
Hand on my Heart, and ſay, I have done nothing againſt 

my Conſcience. Hereupon Mr. Serjeant rm ſuggeſted, 
That if Mr. Layer had any Objections to the Indictment, f 
he might make them, but ſhould not go on in that Man-

ner: In Anſwer to which, the Priſoner addreſſing him- - 
ſelf again to the Court, ſaid, He hoped he ſhould have & 


his Chains taken off, that he might have the free Uſe 
of that Reaſon and Underſtanding which God had given m 
him. That his Chains had given him the 'Strangur? 
to that Degree, that it was very painful 4 and m_— 6 
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they were taken off, he hoped he ſhould have a fair and a 

tender Trial. Here my Lord Chief Juſtice inter poſed, 

and told the Priſoner, That many Things had by him 

been ſaid, which the Court could not examine into; 

that he had given a general Charge of ſome Perſons 

uſing him ill; but that his Expreſſions were not juſt 

and right; and as he charg'd no particular Perſon, they 

could take no Notice of them. That as to the Chains 

he complain'd of, it muſt be left to thoſe to whom the 

Cuſtody of him was committed by Law, to make that 

ſecurity, that he might not make his Eſcape: But 

when he came to his Trial, his Chains might be taken 

off; that if he had any Odbjections to the Indictment 

the Court would hear them, if not, he muſt plead. Here - 

upon Mr. Attorney General ſaid, He was ſure nothing 

was intended, but that he ſhould have a fair- Trial; 

but that to complain in that Place of hard Uſage, of 

Chains and Impriſonment, carry*d with it a Reflection 
of Cruelty, and they knew what Effect theſe Things 
might ha ve abroad. My Lord, added he, I don't believe 
there is any Occaſion for ſaying any Thing more in An- 
ſwer to this, than that the Priſoner hath been kept, as 
every Body in his Circumftances are, when they have 
been attempting to make an Eſcape: There was an At- 
tempt of that Nature made by him, and I believe no 
Body will ſav, but on ſuch an Occafion, there is Rea- 
ſon to take particular Care that he may not eſcape, My 
Lord, as to anv other Matters of Hardſhip, I hope what 
he ſays is not ſo; I verily believe it is not, but that 
he hath as much Freedom and Liberty as is proper, and 
uſual. And as to what is lid in Reſpe& to the Man 
that inſulted him in the Hall, I know nothing of it, 
nor heard of it before; but can't but obſerve, that it 
is an eaſy Matter for People to contrive ſuch a Thing 
in concert together, with ſome particular Views, and 
I don't know, but if the Fact were ſo, it might be ſume 
Bodo ſent by himſelf that did it. If there hath: been 
an Attempt to Eſcape, ſaid the Lord Chief Juſtice, there 
can be no Pretenſion to complain of Hardſhip: He that 
bath attempted an Eſeape once, ought to be ſecured in 
ſuch Manner, as to prevent his eſcaping a ſecond Time. 
The Gentleman-Gaoler, what doth he ſay? The-Gentle- 
man-Gaoler averring, that the Priſoner never attempted 
to eſcape ſince he was in bis Cuſtody: Mr. Attornev- 
Genera] anſwer'd, He did it before. Aſter which, the 
dolicitor. General ſpoke to this Effect, viz. My Lord, this

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Complaint is made with no other Purpoſe, but to cap 
tivate the Minds of the By ſtanders, without any ju, 
Grounds in the World ; for if the whole of the Com 
Plaint made and aggravated in this ſolemn Manner be 
conſtider'd, it amounts only to this, that a Priſoner he 
ſtands charg'd with fo great an Offence as High Tres- 
ſon, (who J admit, notwithftanding the Weight of that 
Charge, ought to have all the Juſtice, and all the Oppor- 
tunity of defending himſelf, which the Law allows) 1 
ſay, it amounts to no more than this, that a Priſoner 
in theſe Cireumſtances is brought up hither under « 
ſtrong Guard, and in Fettets, as Perſons in his Conditi- 
on uſually are. It is well known that when this Gen- 
tleman was in the Cuftody of a Meſſenger, he not only 
made an Attempt to eſcape, but atually eſcap'd, git 
out of a Window two Pair of Stairs high, and from 
thence, over the Water, into Southwark z and ſince that is 
ſo, can there be any Colour to ſay, that what was done 
afterwards was unwarrantable? I cannot help ſaying on 
this Occaſion, that it does not become the Candour 4 
Perſon in the Priſpner's Circumſtances ought to ſhev, 
to aggravate and mike ſuch a Miſrepreſentation of the 
Ufage he has recciv'd : As to what has happen'd in 
the Hall, we know nothing of it, ner can - poſhbly tell 
how true it is: If any ſuch Thing was ſaid. it is not 
im poſſible to have been by ſome Body that was ſet there 
by the Friends of this Gentleman. I ſay thus much, 
my Lord, not becauſe I think it material to the Bu- 
neſs of this Day, but becauſe J would: not have it gone 
away with, that there has been any Hardſhip put upon 
the Priſoner, contrary to Law. No, his Majeſty, who 
makes the Laws of the Land the Rule and Meaſure df 
All his Actions, tho' he will have Juſtice done to hin-

| Lord Coke is clearly of that Opinion, in his Pleas of tue

At the Trial of Granbarn, when he was 
brought up before my Lord Chief Juſtice Holz, he. inſift- 
ed that his Chains ſhould! be taken off before he plead- 
ed, and it was order'd: Fhis was likewiſe mention'd 
in the Trials of Dorrel, Gordon, and Kerr, when they 
came up in their Irons to plead 4 it was mov'd at firſt, 
that thoſe Irons ought: to be taken off; the Court de- 
clar'd, that if the Priſoners inſiſted on it, it ought to 
be done: But they did not inſiſt on it, they rather choſe 
to wave that Privilege, than undergo the Trouble of ha- 
ving them knockt off in Court. There is a Reſolu- 
tion in this Caſe; in the ioth Fol. of Kelynge, it is ex- 
preſly declar d on a Conſultation of all the Judges in 
England, that a Priſoner. ought. to have his Irons taken 
off before he pleads. Hereupon the Lord Chief Juſtice 
made the following Determination]: The Caſe of Cyan:

The Clerk of the Crown having as uſual, read over 
the Indictment, Mr. Wearg, and Mr. Sergeant Pergel), 
two of the Counſel learned for the King, open'd the 
fame in long Speeches, wherein they aggravated the Pri- 
ſoner's Crime, and ſet it forth in all its heinous and 
odious Circumſtances.

After this, Mr. Attorney-General made alſo a long 
Speech, wherein, in a very eloquent Manner, he diſplay'd 
the Heinouſneſs of the Priſoner's treaſonable Deſigns, 
and open'd the Nature of the Evidence; taking Notice 
in particular, that the Lord North and Grey would be 
mention'd by the Witneſſes, as the Perſon thought on 
to be the General in this Undertaking. ASTD 
Then Mr. Sollicitor-General deſir'd, that they might 
proceed to examine Witneſſes, and call'd for Mr. Stephen 
Lynch + But before he was ſworn, the Priſoner deſir'd, 
that he might be examin'd upon a Yoier dire, whether 
he had not a Promiſe of Pardon, or ſome other Reward 
for ſwearing againſt him? And Mr. Hungerford repre- 
ſented, that if a Man be in the ſame Circumſtances 
with the Priſoner, and the Priſoner led into the ſame 
Circumſtances by the Perſon propos'd as a Witneſs, and 
afterwards by him involy'd in the ſame Offence, and 
if the Perſon propos'd as a Witneſs, has a Promiſe of 
Pardon, or ſome - Reward, upon Condition that he 
would ſwear againſt the Priſoner, he cannot by Law be 
a good Witneſs : For the Perſon propos'd as a Witneſs, 
muſt be a credible and a legal Witneſs, not convicted of 
Perjury, or any other notorious Offence a free Witne's, 
that is, not under Reſtraint for the Offence he accuſes 
another of. That therefore he hop'd, they had a Right 
of asking whether Lynch ated under the Influence of 
any Promiſe of Reward or of Pardon ; and that this 
Right of examining him to the Promiſe of a Reward 
or Pardon, was ſupported by the Authority of the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Hale, fer forth at large in Kelynge's Reports. 
This Demand, founded upon that Authority, was alfa 
inſiſted on by Mr. Ketelbey, who inſtanc'd in ſeveral 
Precedents in that Court: But they were anſwer'd by Sir 
Thomas Pengelly, and Mr. Attorney-General, that the Au- 
thorities produc'd, were no more than that the Judges 
directed, that no Promiſe ſhould be made, but if fuck 
a Promiſe was made, they agreed it did not diſable 
the Perfon from being a Witneſs ; that the asking the 
Witneſs the Queſtion propos'd, as 'twas irregular, fo 
if it was anſwer'd in the Afirmative, would be of no 
Service to the Priſoner, ſince it would not diſable Mr, 
Lynch from being a Witneſs : That it was not like Mo- 
ney given, which is an actual Corruption; whereas the 
Promiſe of Pardon was a Thing voluntary in itſelf, 
$3 - T hat 
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That every Man is bound in Juſtice to give Evidence, if 
requir'd, and a Promiſe to have a Pardon, if he gave 
Evidence againft the Priſoner, could be look'd on only 
to induce him to do that which by Law he: ought to do 
according to the Truth: And that the greateſt Uſe the 
Priſoner could make of this, if ſuch a Promiſe was 
made to the Witneſs, (which was not admitted) would 
be only againſt the Credit of the Witneſs, but not en- 
tirely take off his Teſtimony ; for his Credit as well as 
the Credit of all Witneſſes, muſt be left to the Conſide- 
ration of the Jury, Mr. Solicitor-General having ſpoke 
on the ſame Side, they were reply'd to by the Counſel for 
the Priſoner 3 but the latter were over-rul'd by the 
Lord Chief Juſtice, who told them, that their ObjeRion 
went only to the Credit of the Witneſs, which muſt be 
left to the Jury, and therefore he muſt be ſworn, and 
be examin'd as a legal Witneſs ; That if he gave Evi- 
dence according to the Truth, he would be entitled ag 
much to his Pardon, as if he gave Evidence of that 


which was nob true. That the moſt they could ſay, | 


was, he had a Promiſe of Pardon, if he gave Evidence; 
and could they conclude from thence, that he could give 
no Evidence except a falſe Evidence? That if they who 
ask'd the Queſtion, infinuated any Thing like that, it 
ought not to have an Anſwer; But if he had a Promiſe 
of Pardon; if he gave true Evidence, it was no Objecti- 
on either to his being a Witneſs, or to his Credit. That 
feveral Acts of Parliament have been made to give En- 
couragement by a Reward of forty Pounds, and a Pardon, 
for diſcovering, apprehending, and convicting of every 
falſe Coiner, Highway-Man, or Houſe-Breaker, That 
yet ever ſince the making of thoſe Acts, the Perſons ly 
promis'd and encourag d, have upon thofe. Trials, been 
admitted as good W itneſſes, even before a Pardon. And 
that indeed, there could not be too much Encouragement 
gi ven to Criminals, to become heneſt, and to come in 
and im peach their Accomplices, it being often impoſſible 
ſully to diſcover thoſe ſecret Confederacies, but by ſome 
of the Accompliceg and Actors therein 

Upon this full Determination, Mr. Stephen Lynch was

Men enough amongſt them; but if they could get ſoms 
old Soldiers, they would be finely rewarded. That then 
they began to reaſon about the Pretender, and this Wits 
neſs, objecting he was Papiſt, Mr. Layer anſwer'd, What 
Difference is there between a Pa ift King and a Lutheran 
King? Adding, that as it was, the Nation aas enſlav'd, and 
tie People were oblig'd to be Slaves. That this Witneſs 
then asking the Priſoner, who was the Promoter of this, 
that might join them? Mr. Layer faid, You ſee what In- 
juſtice is done to you, you have ſerd d abroad, and otlers have 
been put over your Head; you ha ve had and found great Hard- 
ſhips, That the Witneſs ſtill asking him who promoted 
this, Layer ſaid, the Lord North and Grey, who was a 
fine General; and that he alſo mentioned the Earl of 
Strafford 5 and ask'd this Witneſs, what he thought of 
them! To which he reply'd, that they were great Men, 
and Peers of the Land: That then Mr. Layer ask'd him, 
What he thought of General-Primroſe, and General Webb? 
That as to the former, this Witneſs anſwer'd, That he 
was an old Man; and as to the latter, That he had heard 
of his Fame, That afterwards Mr. Layer ſent tg this De- 
ponent one Mr Jeffreys, a Nonjuring Clergyman, who 
told him, he was employ'd by Mr. Layer to go to ſuch 
as the Witneſs was, whowere old Serjeants, to get a Par- 
cel together to diſcipline Citizens, and other Mob in the 
Country, That he deſtr'd him to get Men ih Readineſs, 
and gave him a Half. Guinea as a Token which Mr. Layer 
had ſent him to give this Witneſs Encouragetnent. That 
at other Times Mr. Layer gave him Money to encourage 
him. That he brought te the Priſoner one John Child, 
an old Soldier, as thinking he might be of Service te 
them. That having told the Nonjuring-Miniſter, he had 
got twenty-five Soldiers, Mr. Layer preſs'd him to give 
him a Liſt of them; that he might know where their Ha- 
bitations were, and that they might be in Readineſs at 
the Time : And that this Deponent asking what they 
would do for Arms? Mr. Layer faid, No Fear of Arms, 
and that Arms would be provided for them. 955 
The Priſoner and his Counfet having croſs-examin'd 
Matthew Plunket, the King's Counſel proceeded to ſhew | 
how Mr. Layer's Papers taken in Mrs. Maſon's Houſe, 
| : = came 
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came to be in her Poſſeſſion, and to prove that the Scheme 
of the Conſpiracy abovemention'd, which was found a- 
mong theſe Papers, was Mr. Layer's own Hand-Writing, 
Theſe Particulars were made out by the Evidence of 
Fohn Turner, and Edward Spear, two of the King's Meſ- 
ſengers, who were employ'd to ſeize Mrs. Cook and Mrs. 
Maſon ;, of Mrs. Elix. Maſon, with whom Mr. Layer had 
Jodg*'d two Bundles of Papers that were found in her 
Cuſtody ; and of Mr. Doyley, a Country Attorney, whoſe 
Clerk Mr. Layer had formerly been, and who aid, he 
believ'd, that the Paper he was ſhewn, viz. the Scheme 
of the Conſpiracy, was Mr. Layer's Hand- Writing, and 
that he founded his Belief upon comparing that Writing 
with the Letters he had receiv'd from Mr. Layer; and in 
the laſt Place, of Mr. Delafaye and Mr. Stanyan, two 
Under-Secretaries to the Secretaries of State, who at. 
tended the Lords of the Council when Mr. Layer was 
examin'd before them, and who depos'd, that when Mr. 
Layer was there ſhew'd the Paper, the Scheme in Queſtion, 
as his own Hand-Writing, which ſaid, Arms that are 
there lodg'd, he was ſo far from diſowning it, that he 
inſinuated the contrary, anſwering, He ſhould have writ, 
Arms that ſhould there be lodg d. 

It is obſervable, that in the Croſs-examining Mrs, Ma- 
fon, the Priſoner ask'd her, whether ſhe ever went by the 
Names of Herbert, Corbet, or Bevan ? Which unlucky 
Queſtions nettled that Witneſs ; and gave Occaſion to 
Mr. Attorney-General to ask her, What Names the Pri- 
ſoner at the Bar had gone by ? To this ſhe anſwer'd, that 
Mr. Layer had given her Orders, that if any Letter came 
directed in the Name of Fountaine ſhe ſhould take it in; 
accordingly in two or three Days Time, there came a 
Letter directed to Mr. Fountaine, which ſhe took in, and 
when he came, gave it to him, and he open'd it and 
read it; which Part of her Evidence went a great Way 
to convict him. val at # | | 

Mr. Attorney-General having pray'd that the Papers 
might be read, Mr, Hungerford ſaid, he hop'd they ſhould 
not, becauſe the Evidence which had been given for the 
King, had not brought them Home to the Priſoner : 
That there was no legal Proof that the Papers were of 
his Hand-Writing, and conſequently he could not be af- 
focted by any Thing that was in them: That what was 
T11id of the Likeneſs of Hands was no Evidence at all. That 
the firſt Witneſs, Mr. Doyley, had indeed ſaid, it was like 
pis Hand; hut that he gave that Qpinion of his, »

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the Knowledge he had of the Priſoner's Hand fourteen 
Years ago, and by ſome Letters he receiv'd from him 
about five Years ſince: And that Men's Hands may dif- 
fer and vary even in five, much more in fourteen Years. 
What follows, added Mr. Hungerford, is the Evidence 
that has been given by the Gentlemen belonging to the 
Secretaries-Office : I perſonally know them to be Gentle- 
men of good Senſe, Integrity, and Honour; and for my 
Part I believe every Word they fay, which is more 
than I can ſay of the other Witneſles hitherto produc'd: 
But what theſe ſay, doth not with Submiſſion affect the 
Priſoner : They were preſent when the Priſoner was 
examin'd before the Lords of the Council; none of 
them heard the Priſoner acknowledge that the Papers 
were writ by him, or that he did own them as his; 
neither was he ask'd any Queſtion to that Purpoſe, nei- 
ther did the Nature of the Examination the Lords of 
Council were then upon, lead them to ſuch a Queſtion : 

The Lords were not asking Mr. Layer Queſtions to fix 
an Evidence upon himſelf. But the Lords having ſome 
Papers before them, and according to the Duty of 
their high Stations, being intent upon diſcovering what 
might be of Danger to his Majeſty and the Publick, 
| they ask'd Mr. Layer, where the Arms were depoſited 
at Weſtminſter ? He anſwers, that he knew of none there, 
or to that Purpoſe. It cannot in Law, or Reaſon, be 
hence inferr'd, that he did own the Papers to be his own 
Hand-Writing. The only Evidence therefore which can 
be inſiſted on, to entitle theſe Papers to be read, is the 
Evidence of Likeneſs of Hand, which is no Evidence at 
all in a criminal Caſe. In my Lady Carr's Caſe, it was 
not allow*d to be Evidence; and yet that was not a Ca- 
pital Caſe, but a Caſe of Miſdemeanour only, it was 
Perjury. But there is an Authority beyond all that ; 
ve have the Act of Parliament for the Reverſal of the 
Attainder of Colonel Sidney, who had been convicted up- 
on Evidence given of the Similitude of Hands, and 
that a much ſtronger Proof than what appears here; for 
(ook and Cary, two famous Goldſmiths, ſwore, they be- 
liev'd the treaſonable Libel laid to Colonel Sidney, to be 
writ by him; and aſſign'd that for a Reaſon of their Be- 
lief, for that thev had receiv'd ſeveral Bills of him of 
the like Hand-Writing, which they conſtantly paid. 
Nay, one of the Goldſmiths ſwore, (as I remember the 
Trial) that he faw the Colonel write a Receipt. Some 
der Caſes of this Nature might be quoted, but we de- 


pend 
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pend upon the Authority of the Lady Carr's Caſe. and 
the Act tor reverſing the Attainder of Col. Sidney, which 
is inſtar omnium; for in that Act, the Reaſon aſſign'd fo; 
reverſing the Attainder, is, for that the Con vickion and 
Attainder was founded upon a Similitude of Hands. We 
have an atteſted Copy of the Act here ready to be read 
In Conſequence of this Act, my Lord, Similitude of 
Hands is never to be given as Evidence in a criminal 
Caſe : And therefore we humbly hope, that this Paper 
is not ſo prov'd, as to be read in any Court, but muſt be 
rejected: It is not prov'd to be his Hand by any that 
ever ſaw him write, neither hath any Bndy heard him 
own it to be his. 

Then Mr. Ketelgey begg'd Leave to ſay a few Words 
in Support of this Objegtion, and ſaid, We don't knoy 
what is the Purport of this Paper. I dare ſay, Mr, me 
Hunger ford, as well as myſelf, hath not ſeen one Tit. tai 
tle relating to it whatſqever 3 but I kope, for the Sake res 
of Evidence, the ſacred and eternal Rule of Evidence, to 
that Similitude of Hands thall not go for Proof, where Hi 
a Perſon is charged with a Capital Offence.

Mr. Serjeant Pengelly anſwer'd, That notwithſtand ing 
what had been objected to the Reading of that Paper, he 
hoped that it was proper to have it read. That tho” 
the Priſoner's Counſel had mention'd ſome Caſes to 
maintain their Objection, yet the later Authorities, and 
the conſtant Courſe of Evidence fince, were directly with 
the King's Counſel, particularly, the Caſe of my Lord 
Preſton, where eight or nine of the Judges were preſent. 
Mr. Attorney-General urged, that they had given very 
pore Evidence to entitle them to read that Paper. 
hat what was alledged, in the Lady Carr's Caſe. about 
a Letter, did not appear at all fo relate to the Caſe 
there; and if any judge did lay down fuch a Poſition, 
as had been mention'd on the Priſoner's Side, the Mean-

That Mr. Delafaye took the Heads 
of the Queſtions propounded, and this Deponent fate 
near the Table, look'd over Mr. Delafaye, attended to 
the Queſtions and Anſwers; ſo that they could ſet one. 
another right when they came to conſider them: But 
that what they wrote was not read over to Mr Layer, 
Mr, Kettelby obſerving whether it was ever known far 
one to take the Queſtions, and the other the Anſwers, 
and then to compare them together, in order to make a 
Confeſſion? Mr. Stanyan anſwer'd in the Negative, ad- 
ding, that Mr. Delafaye wrote down boti the Queſtions 
and Anſwgrs, That what Mr. Delafaye and this De po- 
nent write was the Minutes of an Examination to be 
drawn out in Form. But the Lords finding Mr. Layer 
not ſo candid and ingenuous as they thought he would 
hive been, did not ask him to ſign it; and they (this 
Deponent and Mr. Delafaye) only made uſe of it to re- 
frelh their Memories. f 
The Counſel for the Priſoner having objected to his 
Confeſſion being given in Evidence againſt him, with- 
out having been read to Aim or ſigned by him; and ure 
ging that a Confeſſion to a Juſtice of Peace, in Caſes of 
Felony, unleſs. read to, and ſigned by the Party, muſt 
not be given in Evidence: They were told by my Lord 
Chief Fuſtice, that thev ſeem'd to miſtake what was con- 
tended for bythe King's Council ; that they were nut going 
tn offer any Thing to be read in Evidence, that was nei - 
t\cr read to, nar ſigned by the Priſonec z but that if 
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meſs is at Liberty to give an Account of what was ſaid, 
and he may look to his Notes to refreſh his Memory, 
Upon this Determination Mr. Delafaye was alſo exa. 
min'd, and confirm'd Mr. Stanyar's Evidence, as to Mr. 
Layer's receiving the Receipts in Queſtion from Sir Mi. 
liam Ellis, adding, that Mr. Layer's Intention was to 
have tried his Friends, and to have raiſed Money on 
thoſe Receipts; alledging for a Precedent, that a little 
before the Reſtoration of King Charles II. a Method of 
this Kind had been wſed.

This was oppos'd by 
Mr. Layer's Counſel, on Pretence, that the correſpond- 
ing with the Pretender, being made High Treaſon by 
another Act of Parliament, not by the Act of Parlia- 
ment upon which the Priſoner was indicted ; therefore 
His being at Rome, or correſponding with the Pretender, 
could not be offer'd as an Evidence of High Treaſon up- 
on this Indid ment. Thev were anſwer'd, that it vas 
only to ſhew the Probability af his receiving thoſe Re- 
ceipts above-mention'd; and Sir William Ellis's Letters; 
and the Lord Chief Juſtice having determin'd, that as 
this Evidence was offer'd, it was very proper; Mr. Sta- 


xyen gave Evidence, that when Mr, Layer was n 
de 
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he acknowledg'd he had been at Rome, and return'd from 
thence in July, 1721; and that he had two Conferences 
with the Pretender. | 

Mr. Kettelby, one of the Counſel for the Priſoner, 
ſaid thereu pon, That Mr. Stanyan having taken Minutes 
of Mr. Layer's Examination, he had rather ſee the Mi- 
nutes, then truſt to his Memory; that in the Tryal of 
the two Bailiffs in this Court, the Subſtance of what 
the Deceas'd ſaid was reduc'd into Writing, and there- 
fore the Parole-Evidence was rejected; that he had 
not the leaſt Diſreſpe& for Mr. Stanyan, and could take 
his Word for any Thing but his Clients Life; and 
therefore he hop'd he ſhould produce thoſe Notes, which 
he had referr'd to. Mr. Hungerford having alſo inſiſted up- 
on it, my Lord Chief Juſtice ask'd Mr. Stanyan whether 
he had thoſe Minutes in Court? Mr. Stanyan anſwer'd, 
he had; but the King's Counſel did not think fit to pro- 
duce them; alledging, that the Priſoner's Counſel defi- 
ring to have thoſe Minutes read, was not ſo much for 
the Sake of their own Client, as for the Sake of other 
People; and that there might be manv Things that were 
not material to the preſent Caſe of Mr. Layer. 

Then the King's Counſel proceeded in the further 
Examination of Mr. Stanyan, who depos'd, that the 
Lords having ask'd Mr. Layer, it he had ſeen any De- 
claration? He ſaid, No, he had only the Heads of one, 
which he drew himſelf; that he believ*d one Milſon had 


it, and that the only Perſons that had ſeen it, were 


that Wilſon, one William Jeffreys, a nonjuring Par- 
ſon, and one Lynch. Mr. Stanyan gave alſo In Evi- 
dence ſeveral other Parts of Mr. Layer's Confeſſion 
before the Lords of the Council; particularly, that 
Inch having told Layer, he would ſeize the Lord Ca- 
dogan, Layer recommended him to the Lord Nrth and 
Trey, as a proper Perſon for ſuch an Attempt, That ſe- 
veral Healths were drunk (whether juſt at Dinner or 
afterwards, he could not be poſitive) which were begun 
dy the Lord North and Grey; and after Dinner, there 
came in a Man they call'd a Citizen, and thev drank the 
Pretender's Health, his Wife, and the young Prince. 
That in the Conference Mr. Layer had with the Peten- 
ler, he took Occaſion to ſpeak of the Diſcontents of the 
Nation, which had been Occaſion'd by the Loſſes ſuſtain'd 


in the South-Sea, That the Pretender asking him if he 


knew any Perſons of Piſtinct ion in that Caſe? He ſaid, 
tdat he knew a great many that were well affected to his 
| Intercſt, 
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" Intereſt, that he was not acquainted with People of Quiz, 
lity, but that he knew ſeveral of good Eſtates, that wert 
well affected to his Intereſt. That upon this, the Pre. 

tender ask'd him ſeveral Queſtions ; ſays he, it muſt be 
very expenſive to you to come hither to Rome, it mug 
caſt you 500 l. No, ſaith he, not above half ſo much. That 
then the Pretender prais'd his Zeal and commended him: 

That after that, Mr. Layer ask d the Pretender to give 
him ſome Tokens or Credentials, that he might have 
ſomething from his Majeſty, that wou'd be a Means of 
his gaining Credit among his Friends here ; that he 
ſaid, the Pretender ſcrupled that; that Mr, Layer 
propos'd afterwards that the Pretender's Wife ſhou'g 
ſtand Godmother to his Daughter, (to Mr. Layer's Daugh- 
ter) that afterwards Colonel Hay, to whom he was in- 
troduc'd at the Pretender's Court, brought him Word 
that the Pretender's Wife would ſtand as Godmother to 
his Child: But then the Queſtion was, Who ſhou'd re- 
preſent her? And after ſome Time, it was propos'd to 
Mr. Layer, to find out a fit Perſon to repreſent her, 
Mr. Layer propos'd the Dutcheſs of Ormond which was 
agreed to; after that, the Pretender agreed to ſtand God. 
father with his Wife, and then the Point was, who ſhould 
repreſent him? and Colonel Hay told him that he muſt 
take Care of that, to find a proper Perſon to repreſent 
his Majeſty. That in Purſuance of this, when Mr. Lay- 
er came into England, he apply'd himſelf to one Mr, 
Thompſon, to ſpeak to my Lord Orrery, to ſtand to repre- 
ſent the Pretender, with the Dutcheſs of Ormond : But 
that the Lord Orrery declin'd it; and afterwards he got 
the Lord North and Grey to ſtand. That Mr. Thompſor 
did chriſten his Child, the Lord North and Grey, and the 

\ Dutcheſs of Ormond ſtanding as Proxies for the Preten- oy 
der and his Wife; that when he was ask'd by the Lords, - 
Who were in Company at the Chriſtening ? He ſaid, only 4 
the Dutcheſs of Ormond, the Lord North and Grey, Mr. on 
Thompſon the Miniſter, himſelf, and his Wife, and ano- * 
ther Woman, at whoſe Houſe the Chriſtening was per- 
form'd ; but he ſaid, ſhe was not preſent in the Room, 
tho” ſhe aſſiſted at the Chriſtening. 5 

Mr. Delafaye confirm'd Mr. Stanyan's Evidence, and 
depos'd, that Mr. Layer declar'd to the Lords of the 
Council, that he had been at Rome; that he had had two 
Conferences with the Pretender whom he had acquaint- 
ed with the Diſatfection of the Nation, with reſpet to 


the Loſſes that had been ſuſtain'd by the South - Sea. He 
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ſaic, in general the Nation was well affected, that he 
knew Perſons of Eſtate, not Quality, that were in his In- 
teréft: That then he propos'd to have Credentials or To- 
kens of the Pretender's Regard to him, which not bein 
granted him, then he deſir'd the Pretender's Spouſe 
ſhould ſtand Godmother to 'his Child. The Pretender 
{aid he would conſider of it; that Colonel Hay afterwards 
brought him Word that ſhe conſented, and then there 
were ſome Conferences, who ſhould repreſent her: That 
it was agreed the Dutcheſs. of Ormond ſhould repreſent 
her ; that Mr. Layer deſiring a Credential or Token to 
the Dutcheſs of Ormond, Hay told him, without that ſhe 
would ſtand ; only, ſaid he, carry a Meſſage, that the Duke 
is well, and gone to Madrid. That Layer deſired to.know 
who ſhould ſtand as Godfather? Why, the King himſelf, 
that is, the Pretender; and Layer deſiring to know who 
was to repreſent him; he defired+to be excuſed, but 
Layer would find out one upon his Return into England, 
that was proper for that Purpoſe : That when he came in- 
to England, being at a Loſs for a Perſon to repreſent the 
Pretender, he went to Mr. Thompſon to adviſe with him 
about it, who went to the Lord Orrery, to deſire him to 
fland as Proxy for the Pretender: That the Lord Orre- 
ry declining it, then he went to the Lord North and Grey, 
who accepted it ; that the Child was chriſten'd at Chelſea, 
(as this Witneſs took it) at a Houſe, where there was a 
China-Shop. That it was in the Spring, what Day, the 
Deponent could not tell. That he ſaid, there was his 
Wife; the Lord North and Grey, who flood for the Pre- 
tender; and the Dutcheſs of Ormond, who ſtood for the 
Pretender's Wife; the Woman of the Houſe, but ſhe was 
not within the Room at the Chriſtening. Mr. Layer 
own'd, he had drawn Heads of a Declaration; and that 
when he was going to my Lord North and Grey's, he 
did ſhew it to Mr. Lynch, at the Green Man, as he was 


on his Way thither. That Mr. Lynch having told him, 


he would ſeize upon the Lord Cadogan, he did recommend 
him to the Lord North and Crey, as a proper Perſon for 
that Attempt. That the ſecond Time he recommended 
him, he had propos'd carrying Lynch to the Lord North 
and Grey's; he having told him, that he was a very ho- 
neſt Man, fit to be concern'd in an Inſurrection; and 
that Layer having told Lynch, his Lordſhip was to be at 
the Head of the Defign, Lynch was impatient to wait 
upon him. - 


; Then 
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| Then the King's Counſel proceeded to prove that there 


were Arms at the Priſoner's Houſe, when he was ſeiz'd; 
and Mr. Stanyan and Colonel Huske ſwore to two or three 
Swords, two' Caſes of Piſtols, two'Fuzees, a Blunder. 
buſs, all ready loaded, ſome other Arms, and about 40 
Cartridges, with a Ball, or Bullet made up at the End 
of each Cartridge, which Colonel Huske believ's would 
fit the two Fuzees he ſaw, 5 

Two other Witneſſes, Mr. Smeybert, and Mrs. Hay, 
were afterwards ſworn, and depos'd, that they ſaw tlie 
Priſoner at Rome, about a Year and half before; and that 
he was there a Week or a Fortnight. In the laſt Place, 
the King's Counſel produc'd Mr. Squire, one of the 
King's Meſſengers, and other Witneſſes, to prove that 
Mr. Layer had made his Eſcape out of the ſaid Meſſen- 
ger's Cuſtody, as was open'd before; and then Mr. Ser- 
jeant Pengelly declar'd, they had gone through their E- 
vidence, and ſhould reſt it here. | a 

Thereupon Mr. Hungerford addreſſing himſelf to the 
Court, and the Gentlemen of the Jury, made a long and 
learned Speech, wherein he repreſented, that the Priſo- 
ner was ind icted upon the Statute of the 25th of Edward 
III. commonly call'd the Statute De proditionibus; that 
by that Act it is declared Treaſon, to compaſs or ima- 
gine the Death of the King, as alſo to levy War againſt 
Him. That it is not ſaid, that to deſign or contrive to 
levy War only, ſhall be Treaſon. That the Treaſon laid 
to the Priſoner's Charge, was compaſling and imagining 
the Death of the King; and the Overt-AQts laid to his 
Charge, were, that he did conſult and conſpire to levy 
War; that he did publiſh a treaſonable Libel, to incite 
an Inſurrection; that he conſulted to put the Pretender 
upon the Throne, and to ſeize and impriſon the King. 
That there was no Evid:nce of any of theſe Overt-Acts 
attempted to be given in Evidence againſt him in Eſſex, 
fave only that of publiſhing a treaſonable Libel, which 


the King's Counſel would infinuate to be the Preten- 


der's Declaration. That the Evidence of the other O- 
vert-Acts were attempted to be proved in Middleſex ; 


and that in Truth, the greateſt Part of the whole Tranſ- 


act ion was, by the King's own Evidence, prov'd to be in 
that Countv. That therefore he wonder'd the Indid ment 
was not laid there: But that the Ind ictment being laid in 
Fſſex, if an AR of High Treaſon was not prov'd to have 
been committed by the Priſoner in that County, he muſt 
be acquitted. That he (Mr, Hungerford) might * 
| i th: 


that an actual levying of War, and not deſigning to le- 
vy War, being made Treaſon by the Statute of Trea- 
ſons, the publiſhing a Paper, which purports at the ut- 
moſt, but an Intention only to levy War, or raiſe a Re- 
bellion, is not Treaſon, and cenſequently not a legal 
Overt-A& within that Statute ; to warrant which Opi- 
nion, he quoted ſeveral Authorities : That he only hint- 
el this Matter, , for he well knew what Determinations 
the Judges had of late Years given upon this Objettion ; 
But he hoped, in this Caſe, there would be no Occa- 
fion for an entire Dependence upon this Objection, and 
that it would appear, that no ſuch Overt-A& as was 
laid in the Indictment, that is, publiſhing the Preten- 
der's Declaration at the Green Man, was at all prov'd, 
That the Evidence given touching that Matter, was 
only by Mr. Lynch; that he gives an Account, that at 
the Green Man, before Dinner was brought up, the 
Priſoner gave him a Paper, which Mr. Lynch, and not 
the Priſoner, call'd the Pretender's Declaration. That 
Mr. Lynch read only one Paragraph in it, whereby, as 
he ſaid, the Soldiers were attempted to be allur'd from 
his Majeſty's Service. That this was the whole Evi- 
dence given, touching any Offence committed in the 
County of Eſſex : For as to any treaſonable Diſcourſe (be- 
tween Lynch ar d the Priſoner) between Aldgate and the 
Green Man, they could not in Juſtice, and without a ork 
ticular Proof to that Purpoſe, be charg'd upon the Pri- 
ſoner to be done in Eſſex, a great Part of the Way, viz, 
trom Aldgate to Bow-Bridge, being in Middleſex, and 
not in the County of Eſſex. That therefore they hop'd, 
N, There was no Evidence to convince the Jury that 


any ſuch Declaration was publiſh'd at all, 24l), That 


if there was a Paper read there, the Paper read was not 
an Act of High-Treaſon. That the Time that the Pri- 
ſoner and Mr. Lynch ſtaid at the Ereen Man, was ſo ſhort, 
that whatever was tranſaCted, was admitted on all Hands, 
to be done before a Beef. Stake was diſh'd up, and there- 


ſore there could be no Time for ſo ſolemn an Act as pub. 


liſhing a Declaration to overturn three Kingdoms, But 
that in the laſt Place, if the Priſoner gave Mr. Lynch any 
Paper to read, a Paragraph whereof was to the Purpoſes 
Mr. Lynch related; yet ſuch a Paper could not be im- 
puted to the Priſoner as an A& of High Treaſon : For 
there was but a few Lines of the Paper read, and the 
wn; were not read at all, either By Nr Evel. r the Pri- 
mers and he (Mr, Hunger ford) never knew that Part 
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of a Deed or Writing was ever allow'd to be given in E- 
vidence, without producing or reading the whole : Can 
it be ſaid, added he, that the Priſoner giving Mr. Lynch 
a Paper, of which he only read a few Lines, and then 
the Priſoner takes it up again, is a Publiſhing a trea- 
ſonable Pa per, or in Truth a Publiſhing of any Paper at 
all ? Declarations for Rebellions are commonly publiſh'd 
in publick Places, to captivate Multitudes, and not 
handed from one Man to another when they are expeR- 
ing a Beef-Stake. There was no appointed or ſolemn 


Meeting at the Green Man ; no Concourſe of People there, | 
neither in Truth, by Mr. Lynck's own Evidence, can it 


be taken to be a real Declaration; for he ſays, as I re- 
member, that in that Paper it was mention'd,, that the 
Lord Cadogan was in Cuſtody ; that Fact is utterly falſe, 
his Lordſhip neither was, nor is ſo. 


J muſt ſubmit to the Conſideration of my Lords the 
Judges, and the Jury, of how dangerous a Conſequence | 
ConftruQtions of this Nature may prove to be. Before | 
the Statute of Treaſons, the People of England labour'd | 
under vaſt Miſchiefs by the great Uncertainty there was | 
of what was High Treaſon, and what was not. The Par- 
liament thereupon, to eaſe the People of that Perplexity, | 
in the 25th of Edward III. paſs'd the Law of Treaſons, | 


for which the People then paid a great Sum of Money; 
and for which, that Parliament was call'd Bleſſed, (Par- 
liamentum beatum) and now, if every Att a Man doth, 
tho' perhaps tending to Sedition, ſhall be interpreted to 
be an Overt-A& of High Treaſon, the Subject will la- 
bour under the ſame Inconvenience, and under the lame 
Perplexities, as they were before the Statute of Treaſon ; 
This Practice may be ſo far improv'd, that if a Man de- 
livers a ſeditious Ballad to another to be read, that ſhall 


be interpreted an Overt-A& of High-Treaſon, much 


more if People in their Cups, ſhould drink ſuch Healths 
as were ſaid to be drank at my Lord North and Grey 3 
Houſe ; for no Man can deny but that Bibere eſt agere,

Mr. Ketelhey enforc'd what had been offer'd by Mr. Hun 
ger ford, in Behalf of the Priſoner, adding what follows:

Time in looking out of the 
Window, to ſee, ſome Perſons with whom he was ac- 
quainted; and when the Dinner (which was ſoon. got 
ready) was brought up, Mr. Layer's Servant came and 
waited, and no Diſcourſe paſs d there during that Time. 
He tells you, that Mr. Layer pull'd a Paper out of his 
pocket, and ſhew'd it to the Witneſs, who read Part of 
it, and that it contain'd treaſonable Matter, as Jaid in 
the Indictment: This is the Subſtance of what Lynck 
ſwears, I took it as well as I could in Writing from 
his Mouth. | | 

Now, my Lord, is this ſufficient to convict this Gentle- 
man of committing an Overt-A& of High Treaſon inEſſex? 
A bare pulling a Paper out of his Pocket, and giving 
it him to read, where ſuch and ſuch a Thing is ſet 
forth, as by him is call'd a treaſonable Declaration ! 

My Lord, if he had pull'd out of his Pocket the. moſt 
treaſonable Paper that ever was invented, is it any more 
than publiſhirg a Libel ? Is that an Overt-AG of Trea- 
ſon? I will ſuppeſe it a Copy of the Pretender's De- 
claration, or an Original, ſuch a one as was burnt by 
the Sheriffs of London, two Days ago; if a Man had 
that, and pull'd it out of his Pocket, and gave it to 
another to read, is this High-Treaſon? I dare ſay, if 
any ſuch Perſon falls into Mr. Attorney's Hands, he, 
that always does his Duty to the Crown as he ought, 
will go no higher than an Information for publiſning 
2 Libel; and all this, my Lord, is upon a Suppoſit ion 
that the Facts are true which have been ſworn by Lynch: 
But on the other Hand, there are ſo many unaccounta- 
ble Circumſtances in the Relation, that an Affair of that 
Conſequence ſhould be tranſacted in ſuch a Place, in ſo 
ſhort a Time, upon ſuch an accidental Bait: when 
one of the' Conſpirators was either gazing at the Win- 
dow, or running up or down Stairs the greateſt Park of 
the while,and other Perſons were continually going batk- 
wards and forwards into the Room, or within hearing' 
every Word that paſs'd there; we think it carries with 
it ſuch an Air of Impoſſibility, that no reaſonable Man 
can give Credit to it, much leſs convict a Perſon of ſo 
great a Crime upon ſuch Evidence. | 

But ſuppoſe what paſs'd at the Green Man (which I am 
very far from admitting) ſhould be adjudg'd an Overt- 
AR of High-Treaſon: How is it prov'd ? Only by one 
Witneſs ; one ſingle Witneſs to the Fact in this County!

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The Law requires two Witneſſes to convict a Man of 
High-Treaſon, and that the Jury ſhould be return'd out 
of that County where the Facts are laid, de vicineto; be. 
cauſe the Law fuppoſes them more conuſant of the Cir. 
cumſtances of a Caſe which ariſes in their Neighbeur. 
hood: But if the Proof of one Overt-A& in the County 
where tis laid, by one Witneſs, ſhould be ſufficient to 
let them in to prove other Acts, in diſtant Counties, or 
in foreign Kingdoms, theſe fundamental Rules of Lax 
would be totally ſubverted : How is it poſſible for a Man 
to provide or defend himſelf againſt ſuch an Attack? 
Tis ſpringing a Mine upon him! Sudden and unexpett- 
ed Ruin ! 1 
Mr. Attorney won't ſhew. any Precedent, where it ever 
was allowed to be goed, that one Witneſs might prove 
the Overt-A& in the County where it is, laid, and that 
then they might give Evidence of Overt-Acts committed 
in any other County: If your Lordſhip is of Opinion a- 
gainft us in this Particular, then we muſt beg Leave to 
go farther, and obſerve upon the reſt of the Witneſſes 
they have called; not only to take off their Credit, but th 
to contradi& them in a great Meaſure. . : ”

could not get it out of him, yet it was communicated be c. 
to the eminent Witneſs Mr. Plunket at the firſt Inter- bs t 


view, with an Addition of mentioning the Names of 
two 
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two very great Men mote, the Earl of Strafford, and Ge- 
neral VNebh, as well affected to the Undertaking : But that 
noble Earl's and great General's Services to their Country 
are too well Known to be blemiſhed by ſuch an incredi- 
ble Evidence. After ſome Diſcourſe betwixt the Priſo- 
ner and Plunket about the Undertaking, in which there 
was an Incident of another Nature, whether the Luthe- 
ren Religion were preferable to the Popiſh: and after (as 
Pluiket ſays) the Priſoner had communicated to him an 
Intention of invading the Kingdom by ſome Perſons 
from abroad, the Priſoner, in a very great Fit ef Boun- 
ty, preſents Mr. Plunket with the Sum of half a Crown. 
This Relation ſeems to be ſo improbable, and, in Truth, 
is delivered, (or rather ſtammered out) in ſo wretched. 
and incoherent a Manner, that I believe that no one that 
heard it, believes a Word of it. 5 
The Truth is, the Scheme itſelf ſeems rather to be a 
Chimerical Plan of ſome crazy- pated Politicians, than a 
ſolid Project of any Men of Senſe, or in their Wits. 
What Undertaking can there be fo improbable, as that 
laid down by this Scheme, viz, Seizing the General of 
the Army, ſeizing the Tower, ſeizing the Exchange, and 
ſcizing the Bank of England; and all this with a Force 
which do not appear to conſiſt of above three or four 
Men? And for Money, the Sinews of War, there ſeems 
to be no great Stock of that; Plunket hath about Half a 
Crown at one Time, and Half a Guinea at another; for 
as to the Guinea Jeffreys gave him, it doth not affect the 
Priſoner. Mr. Lynch, indeed, who ſeems to be a Man of 
greater Weight, upon his frequent repeating himſelf to 
be very uneaſy, got about ſeven or eight Guineas. I 
mention theſe Things, Gentlemen of the Jury, to thew 
how improbable this Part of the Evidence is of itſelf, 
and we hope to make it appear to you to be the more ſo, 
by the Evidence we ſhall produce to the Reputation of 
lie Witneſſes, Fi Fl | 
As to the Papers of all Kinds produced as Evidence 
ainſt the Priſoner, we hope he cannot be affected by 
them, none of them being proved to be of his Hand- 
Writing ; as to the Arms found in the Priſoner's Houſe, 
they are no more than what Gentlemen uſually have for 
ne Defence of their Family, or their Recreations ; and 
is for being at Rome, it is admitted thzt that Evidence 
not given as a Fact of High-Treaſon ; ſo ought not to 
be conſider'd as any Ingredient in the Priſoner's Guilt: 
Is to the Priſoner's endeavouring to eſcape, it is no E- 
vidence 
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vidence of the Priſoner's Guilt ; I do not enter into the 
Conſideration, whether the Cuſtody of a Meſſenger is 4 
legal Priſon, or ne; but there is hardly a Man that is 
under any Confinement at all, but would willingly e.

There was ſomething ſpoke:in.the'IntroduRion to this 
Accuſation which was very remarkable.,viz.That it was a 
Deſign, if it had took Effect, that would have engag'd the 
whole Nation in Blood, and would have deſtroy'd our Civil 
and Religious Rights: We who are of Counſel for the 
Priſoner, have as great an Abhorrence of a Thing of that 
Nature as any Men can have: But yet we hope, that 
Mankind is not to be led away with Shew and Colour, 
but to be guided by Reaſon: and. Matters of Fact. Is it 
poſſible that People could have been raifed: into a Rebel. 
lion by a Proclamation-which was never publiſh'd, but 
by Mr. Lynch's reading two or three Lines of it? And 
which, by Mr. Lynch's own Evidence, (which I forgot to 
remark before) was imperfett ; for he ſays, that the Pri- 
Toner told him, he intended to put in the Pretender's 
Name, which it ſeems was not then done; and therefore 
what was produc'd, was at the utmoſt an im perſect Piece

Why, ſaith he, 
it was read over to me twice, and we have heard him 
repeat it three Times; and I appeal to the Jury, if any 
dne of them can take upon him to repeat it again with 
that Exactneſs the Witneſs pretends to do. ned l 
Is it not equally ſtrange, my Lord, that Jeffreys, a 
Man of Letters, the firſt Time he ſaw him, an ignorant 
common Serjeant in the Army, ſhould immediately fall 
into a Diſcourfe with him about a Plot, and raiſing a Re- 
bellion, as if he had before been intimate with him? 
do likewiſe he ſaith of James Plunket, the ſame Day, the 
firſt Day he came to him, he came to his own Houſe, and 
there talked to him about this Affair; as if they had 


nothing elſe to talk of but Rebellion againſt the Go _ 


vernment. And I ſubmit it to your Lordſhip and the. 
jury, whether it is likely or poſſible that any. Man of 
common Senfe would ſubject himſelf to ſo dangerous :an- 
Affair to another that was an utter Stranger to him? 
But here he gives you an Account of two feveral Perſons 
iner the ſame Imprudence, the ſame Infatwition, Fames.

The next Witneſſes gave an Account of the ſeizing 
the Papers, and then Mrs. Maſon. We ask'd her if thoſe 
Papers had been ſeen by any Body fince the had them 
and whether ſhe had ſhewn them, or any other Papers, 
to Sir John Megrs, or any of his Ser var ts? ſhe poſſitive- 
ly denies it, and faith, they were not. 

I don't know whether theſe Papers were ſeen by any 
Body, for we have not one Word of 'em in our Briefs, 
and the very producing them is a Surprize to us; but 
we ſhall, prove, that this Woman ſhew'd ſome Pa pers to 
Sir John Meers, or his Man, and that thereupon Notice 
was given, and the Papers ſoon after ſeiz'd: But whether 
theſe are they or not, I cannot tell. I obſerv'd before, 
Upon the Evidence of Mr. De afaye, Mr. Stanyan, and Mr. 
Doyley; and tho” your Lordſhip was of Opinion, that it 
was fuffeient to have the Paper call'd the Scheme read, 
yet we hope, tis far from being a concluſive Evidence a- 
gainſt the Priſoner, it not being found in his Cuſto- 
dy; and we ſhall produce ſeveral who now are, and 
for many Years have been well acquainted with his 
Hand-Writing, who wilt give your Lordſhip. their 
Thoughts of it. I believe, Mr. Attorney would not 


Have endeavour'd to call Witneſfes, that it was 


fign'd by him, and was his own Hand-Writing, if he 


Had thought it material; yet we hope, that when our 


Witneſſes are heard, no Credit will be given by the Ju- 
ry to it, as a Fact to charge the Priſoner. We ſhall give 
you an Account that Plunket, Lynch, and Mrs, Maſon, 
who are the Perſons chiefly concern'd in the Courſe of 
this Evidence, are of fo ſcandalous and vile a Character, 
that no Regard at all is to be had to their Teſitmony- 
The moſt honeſt Men may miſtake in their Evidence, as 
Mr. Stanyan is pleas'd to ſay ; if he made any Miſtakes, 
Fam fatisfy'd they proceeded from a Defect of Memory, 
and no Defign, and he is certainly excuſable; but as 
for the other three, Lynch, Plunket, and Maſon, when you 
malt have heard Half what we have to ſay againſt them, 
J dare ſay they will not have the leaſt Credit, tho' they 
had given a much more probable Evidence then they 
have done: But ſurely, as it is, their Evidence 40

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their Witneſſes, and began with Mr. Mackreth, the Ma-

His Lordſhip having faid thus much, he deſir'd that 
0s PERL return to his Priſon 3 and then the Counſel for 
the Priſoner went on with their Evidence, and George 
Talbot, Mr. Winchman, James Darcy, Mr, John Blake, Mr. 
Collins, Mr. French, Mr. Kelley, Mr. Blake, Terry, and 
Mr. Hamilton declar'd upon Oath, that Mr. Stephen Lynch 
(the principal Witneſs againſt the Priſoner) had been ſo 
extravagant, that he had brought himſelf to Neceſſity 
ae that he kept very infamous Company, was a Man 
of a vile and bad Character; not to be believ'd; and that 
he marry'd two Wives. Mr. Elke, a Gentleman of the 
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ſwer'd, that a Lady us'd to come twice or thrice a Week 
to viſit him, and this Lady was the Militreſs or Daugh- 
ter of one of the chief Miniſters of Erg/and ! He would 
have gone on in this Story, but was interrupted. 
Then the Counſel for the Priſoner call'd other Wit- 
neſſes to invalidate Plunket's Teſtimony ;z and Mr, 74 
was Brown, and Mr. Keating declar'd upon Oath, that he 
had a very bad Character; that he wasa drunken, idle Fel. 
low; that healways keptCompany with other Women z and 
that there was no Credit to be given to him, Sir Dai 
Carrol, who was alſo examin'don Oath, having addcd. H? 
 avould not take his Evidence to hang aDog Mr. Hungerford ſaid 
thereupon, And here he attempts to hang a Proteſtant ! Hou: 
-yer it appear'd by the Depoſition of the next*Witneſs, 
Mr. Thomas Spelman, that there had been a Niſpute ke. 
tween Plunket and Sir Danie! C- Carrol, about a Horle, and

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that he deſir'd the Lawyer to ſue Sir Daniel. After this, 
Mr. Barnwell (a Soldier of eighty Years of Age) depos d, 
that he brought Plunket to be accquainted with Mr. Layer; 
that Mr. Layer's Goods being ſeiz'd wrongfully, he ſent 
lunket to the Savoy, for two Soldiers, who turn'd the Bai. 
lifs out of the Houſe : Upon which, Mr. Layer gave 
him half a Crown. That about eight Months betore, 
Plunket told this Deponent, he had met Mr. Layer in Lin- 
coln's-Inn Fields, and that Mr. Layer did not know him; 
but upon Plunket*s ſaying, he was one of thoſe that ſerv'd 
kim at ſuch a Time, and had given half a Crown; then 
Mr. Layer remember'd him, and gave him half a Crown, 
in Kindneſs for the Service he had formerly done him, 
in turning the Officers out of his Houſe, To this Pur - 
poſe, John Richmond, Servant to Mr, Layer, depos d, that 
in Diſcourſe with Plunket, he ask'd him, if he had ever 
receiv'd any Money of Mr. Layer, for the Uſe of the Pre- 
tender? Upon which, Plunket kneel'd down upon His 
Knees, and ſtruck himſelf upon his Breaſt, and ſaid, he 
had never receiv'd any Money of Mr. Layer for the Uſe 
of the Pretender in his Life-Time. 

After this, Mr. Layer's Counſel call'd and examin'd 
ſeveral Witneſſes to Mrs. Maſon's Reputation and Cha- 
rater; and Mrs. Clayton, Mrs. Pierce, Mr. Wilkinſon, Mr. 
Dyer, Mr. Baskett, Major Barmwell, and Mr. Lebatt de- 
pos d that Mrs, Maſon (who alſo went by the Name of 
Buda, Bevan, &c.) got her Living by deluding young 
Women, and carrying them about for Money; which 
was readily agreed to be a Bawd: That ſhe was a vile in- 
famous Woman, that did not care what ſhe ſaid or what 
ſhe did. That ſhe robb'd Mr. Dyer's Shop, who ſent her 
to Brideavell ; and that ſhe would take any Body's Life 
awiy for the Value of a Farthing. | 

In the next Place, the Priſoner call'd and examin'd ſe- 
vera] Witneſſes, as to the Fire-Arms, he had in his 
Houſe z and Mr. Bowers, aGunſmith, depos'd, that Mr, 
Layer having a Note of his for ſix Pounds, he importun'd 
him to take a Carbine, for a Man to ride with, and a 
Blunderbuſs for his Houſe, in order to ſet off this Debt, - 
And Mr. Samuel Steavart ſwore, that Mr. Layer was in- 
truſted with great Sums of Money, put out on Mortga- 
ves, to the Value of thirty or forty thouſand Pounds, 
within theſe two Years: Whereupon, Mr. Layer ask'd, 
Whether it was not reaſonable that he ſhould have thoſe 
Ams to guard his Hoyſe? |

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"The ſame Deponent (Mr. Stewart) being afterwards 
ſhew*d the Scheme in Queſtion, and ask'd, it he believ'd 
it to be Mr. Layer's Hand? He anſwer'd in the Negative, 
and that Mr. Layer wrote a ſhorter Character: Mr. Bennet, 
Mr. Layer*s Clerk, on the other Hand, depos'd, that he 
had feen him write a thouſand Times, but never ſaw him 
write ſuch a Hand as this, (the Scheme found in the Bun- 
dle of Papers) and that he believ'd it to be his own 
(this Deponent's) Hand-Writing ; and that he wrote it by 
Mr. Layer's Direction, but being ask'd ſor what Pur- 
poſe? He anſwer'd, he could not remember. 3 

Hereupon, the Counſel for the Priſoner ſaid, they ap- 
Prehended, they had prov'd this Scheme not to belong 
to Mr. Layer, That the Main of the Charge againſt him 
was, that he was concern'd in deſigning to raife an Inſur- 
rection: But whatſoever Deſolation and ill Conſequences 
might have enſu'd, it muſt be allow'd, that there his 
been no Blood ſhed, no Armies rais'd, or Invaſion at- 
tempted ; and therefore they thought, upon ſuch Evi. 
dence as not came up to the Charge of the Inditment, 
the Blood of this Gentleman ought not to be reach'd, at 
leaſt they humbly hop'd it ſhould not, 

Then Mr. Layer ſpoke in his own Defence, to this Ef- 
fet : My Lord, as to Lynch, it appears, our going down 
into Eſſex was merely accidental; when we came to the 
Green Man, we did net flay there three Quarters of an 
Hour ; and he ſays, he went down twice in the Time, 
All this mighty Buſineſs, this publiſhing a Declaration, 
talking of an Inſurrection, which is the Treaſon, and 
laid as an Overt-A& in EC; all this was done before 
Dinner by his own owning.

Layer being in the Courſe of his Examination deſir'd 
by the Committee to explain, by what Services or Me- 
rit on his Part, the Shyneſs, which he would have it 
believ'd, the Pretender expreſs'd towards him at his 
firſt coming to Rome, and the little Acquaintance he then 
had with Perſons of Diſtinction at Home in the Pre- 
tender's Intereſt, came ſoon: after. to be chang'd into ſo 
great a Degree of Confidence both at Rome and here, that 
he ſhould be truſted: with negotiating Blank Receipts, 
under the Pretender's own Hand, for unlimited Sums;

Layer being ask'd by the Committee, whether he ever 
was employ'd by Plunket to tranſat Buſineſs with this, 
or any other Club, in Plunket's Abſence (which appears 
to the Committee to be aſſerted in one of Plunket's Let 
ters) he abſolutely deny'd it, but admitted, that he went 
often to viſit Lord Orrery, and had frequent Converſa- 
tions with him relating to the Pretender's Affairs, and 
the Neceſſity of reign Aſſiſtance.

before the Lords, and before the Committee; and after 
this long Account given by. him, in which there ap- 
rear ſo many and ſuch convincing Proofs of*the Conſpi- 
| racy 
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raoy' in general, the Committee think it proper to 
obſerve;- that thougk he affected a great Openneſs ang 
Frankneſs, when fuch Queſtions were put to him as 
tended only to a general Diſcovery, to accuſe himſelf, 
or ſuch as he knew were: eſcap'd and fled out of the 
Kingdom, yet when ſuch: Queſtions were put to him, as 
he apprehended might affect or diſcover any others of 
the Cohſpirators, he always gave Anſwers with great 
Shyneſs and Reſerve; and this Care to ſay as little as 
poſſible that might affett others in a criminal Way, join'd 
with a Deſire to ſeem candid and ingenuous, often pro. 
duc'd the Inconfiſtenciesand Contrad ictions, upon which 
the Committee thought it in their Duty to make the 
foregoing Obſervations. 

The Committee now proceed to what they had been 


able to collect from the Papers and Examinations of 


Jolin Plunket, whoſe treaſonable Practices and Correſpon- 
cies, appear to be ſo cloſely connected with thoſe: of 
Layer, that they give great Light and Confirmation to 


he Committee obſerve, from a careful Peruſal of the 
Letters and Cyphers ſeiz'd at Plunket*'s Lodgings, that he 
not only of late, but for many Years paſt, has been em- 
ploy'd in carrying on ſeveral treafonable Correſponden- 
cies with Perſons of high Rank and Diftin&tion abroad; 
that a very great Share-of Confidence has been plac'd in 
him by the Pretender, andſeveral of the moſt conſiderable 
Agents for him, and that he has been a principal Actor 
in the late horrid Confpiracy, and too much concern't 
in the blackeſt Part of it; and though the Evidence 
againft him, in ſeverat Particulars, is moſt full and 
undeniable, yet his Behaviour on his Examination 
was ſo tarden'd and obſtinate, and attended with ſuch 
bare-fac'd Prevarications and Falſhoods, that the Com- 
mittee are very much confirm'd in the Opinion of 
his Guilt, from the Pains he took to deny with ſolemn 
Imprecations the moſt evident Truths. 

Layer confeſs d to the Lords, that Plunket recommended 
Wilfon to him as a Man of Integrity; that Plunket went 
by the Name of Rogers in Italy, and ſince, and ſign'd the 
Letter which he gave Mrs. Layer for General Dillon, by 
the Name of Rogers. But the Committee obſerve, that 
Layer let them remain in the Error of believing that 
Plunket's Chriſtian Name was James, till the Queſtion 
was put to him, on his 2d Examination, in ſuch a Manner, 


that he found the Committee was already appriz'd ot 
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kis true Name, which he then own'd to be John. He 
farther own'd, as has been obſerv'd above, that Nunket 
receiv'd a Letter under the Pretender's own Hand at 
Rome, was twice in private Conference with the Pray + 
tender, convers'd with Kennedy and other Agents of the 
Pretender, had aſſur'd him, Layer, of a good Recep- 
tion at Rome, was kindly ſpoken of by the Pretender, 
had own'd to Layer his being employ'd in the Preten- 
der's Service, and his correſponding with Dillon, writ 
to Layer in Norfelk in Relation to the Pretender's Af- 
fairs, and gave Layer fictitious Names for Dillon, Lord 
Orrery, the Regent, Oc. and among the reſt the Name 
of Rogers, to denote him, Plunket; which fictitious Names, 
the Committee find all of them frequently us'd in Plun- 
let's Papers. 

It appears farther to the Committee, from Depoſitions 
upon Oath of Matthew Plunket, that John Plunket came 
tw him in July laſt from Layer, to deſire him to meet 
Layer at the Italian Coffee-Houſe in Ruſſel- Court, and 
nam'd to him the ſame Perſons, as ready to head an 
Inſurretion, who were at ſome other Time nam'd to 
the ſaid Matthew Plunket by Layer on the ſame Occa- 
fon.

That he farther ask'd Matthew Plunket, whether he 
was well acquainted in the Army among the Soldiers ? 
[To which he reply'd, he knew many of them that had 
been with him in Spain, and at Prefton.

As Kelly's Correſpondences ſeem to derive their 
Weight and Significancy chiefly from his being employ- 
ed by the Biſhop of Rocheſter, the Committee take No- 
tice of the ſeveral Reaſons that induce them to be. 
lieve he was ſo employ'd, and the Part which jt 
appears to them the Biſhop has had in this Conſpi- 
racy. 
It appears to the Committee, from ſeveral Informa- 
tions of Philip Neynoe,, Clerk, That George Kelly alias WM 
alnſon, frequently told him, that the Biſhop of Rocke- 
ter held Correſpondences with the Pretender, and hi 


Agents: That he, Kelly, was employ'd by the Biſhop, 


in writing for him, and carrying on the faid Corre- 
Tpondences ; that Kelly told him, the Pretender rely'd 
more on Advices from the Biſhop, than from any other 
Perſon ; that he had ſeveral Times left Kelly at the Bi. 
ſhop's Door, when Kelly went into the Biſhop's Houſe, 


and ſtaid there an Hour or two, and upon coming back 


to him, Kelly made Apologies for ſtaying ſo long, and 
told him, he had been writing the Biſhop's Letters, 
which he always apprehended to be the foreign Corre- 
ſpondence of the Eiſhop with the Pretender's Agents;

That he has ſeen ſe- 
veral Cyphers in Kelly's Hands, one in Figures, another 
of fictitious Names, in which laſt, Carpenters ſtood for 
S:otch Soldiers, Sadlers and Sophiſters for Triſh Soldiers, 
and the like; that he has ſeen Kelly make Uſe of theſe 
Cyphers, and that Kelly with great Freedom own'd, 
that theſe Cyphers were for carrying on the Correſpon- 
dence with the Pretender's Agents. That he had like- 
wiſe ſeen Cyphers in Carte's Hands, who was alſo em- 
ploy'd in writing Diſpatches to the Pretender's Agents 
abroad. Thar he, Neynoe, had been employ'd to draw up 
three ſeveral Memorials to the Regent of France, to ſo- 


licit him to ſend Forces for the Aſſiſtance of the Con- 


ſpirators, the laſt of which was in December, 1721, 
and contain'd a Demand of five thouſand Men to be 
ſent to invade theſe Kingdoms; that the Heads of theſe 
Memorials were given him by Kelly, and one who went 
by the Name of Vatſon, whom he took to be the late 
Earl Mariſchal. 2 

That in March laſt, Kelly brought him the Heads of 
a Letter, to be drawn up, with a Deſign of its being 
intercepted by the Government, in order to amuſe them 
into a falſe Security. That he drew up the ſaid Letter 
in a Paper writ Column-ways ; that this Paper was 
brought back to him, corrected by the Biſhop of Roche- 
fer, as he believ'd. The Committee were inform'd this 
Letter was not intercepted, but that a Copy of it was 
ſent about that Time, to one of the Secretaries of State, 
from an unknown Hand. 

Neynoe farther declar'd, that the Bithop of Rocheſter, 
Lord Orrery, Lord North, and Sir Harry Goring, were the 
principal Leaders and Directors of the Conſpiracy, 
which was firſt to have been executed in the Spring of 
the Year 1722, by ſeizing the Tower, upon which the 
late Duke of Ormond was to have landed in the River; 
that upon the Diſcovery of the Plot, and the King's 
not going abroad, it was put off for ſome time, but that 
it was afterwards reſum'd to be attempted in the Veft. 
Neynoe farther added, That Kelly aſſur'd him, the Bi- 
hop got Notice of his being to be taken up, ſome Days 
before it happen'd 3 and that this Notice was given the 
Biſhop by one of Lords of the Council; but he after» 
wards conſeſs'd (as the Committee are inform'd) that in 
this, and other Examinations, he had endeavour'd all 
de could, to create Diflidence and Suſpicions among his

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Theſe Informations of Neynoe are contain'd, great Part 
of them, in a Paper writ with his own Hand, and 
deliver'd by him to a Committee of Lords of the 
Council. The other Part is extracted out of Papen 
which he d ictated at his ſeveral Examinations, which 
Papers were read to him Paragraph by Paragraph, and 
agreed to, by him before the Lords. | 

That Neynoe was intimately acquainted with Kelly, vi. 
ſited him often, and ſometimes lay at his Lodgings, and 
thereby had a better Opportunity of being inform'd by 
him, appears from the Depoſitions of Stevenſon and his 
Wife, Margaret Kilburne, Landlady to Kelly, and John 
Malone, Servant to Mrs. Barnes, who waited on Kelly at 
his Lodgings. | 

That the Biſhop of Rocheſter was acquainted with 
Kelly, invited him to dine with him, ſent his Servants 
to enquire after his Health, and wrote to him, appears 
from Stevenſon's and Kilburne's Depoſitions, as alſo in 
Part from Mrs. Levett's. But what gives the greateſt 
Weight ro the ſeveral Particulars contain'd in Neynee's 
Informations, is, that they are corroborated and ſup- 
ported in every material Circumſtance, by ſeveral con- 
current Proofs. | 

Pancier depos'd, that Skeene, among other Particulars 
of the Conſpiracy, told him, that -the Biſhop of Roche- 
ter, in Conjunction with the Lord North and Erey, had

The Committee having thus mention'd the Ground 
they have to be convinc'd that theſe three Letters 
| were ſent from the Biſhop of Rochefter to General 
Dillon, the late Lord Marr, and the Pretender, they 
obſerve, from his Letter to Dillon, that he has con- 
tracted a great Intimacy and Familiarity with a pro- 
feſs'd Roman Catholick, who appear'd openly in Arms 
againſt the late King William in Ireland, and being o. 
blig'd to leave that Country ſo long ago as the Ca. 
pitulation of Limerick, has ever ſince adher'd to the 
ſame Cauſe in foreign Parts, and is at preſent more a- 
ctive and induſtrious than any other of the Pretender's 
Agents in exciting a Rebellion in thefe Kingdoms. He 
is at this Time a Lieutenant-General, and has the Com- 
mand of one of the Ir Regiments in the French Ser- 
vice.

Let their Intimacy is ſuch, that the Biſhop acknow- 
ledges the Receipt of ſeveral Papers from Dillon, toge- 
ther with Directions for communicating them, which the 
Biſhop owns, he obey'd, as far as he judg'd it proper 
for the Service. Some of theſe Papers appear to have 
been from the late Duke of Ormond, who is attainted ;

He adviſes Dillon to preſs the ſoliciting Supplies;

himſelf, but that he had hitherto declin'd it; not 
from fuch Reſtraints as would naturally have ariſen in 
the Mind of one of his Character and Function, but 
meerly on Account of ſome former ill Succeſs and Miſ- 
management, in which he owns he had been deeply con- 
cern'd.

This great Caution, which (as Neynoe ſaid, Kelly told 


him) the Biſhop us d, made him ſo extremely careful, 
as not to let even the Man he truſted moſt, have one Line 
of his own Hand-Writing; and ſhews that he was won- 
dertully ſolicitous, not to avoid the Guilt of Trea- 
ſon, but only to eſcape the Puniſhment due to it, 
by ſaving himſelf from the Danger of legal ConviQ- 
ion. | | 
Another of his Letters, is to the Jate Lord Marr, who 
ſo lately appear'd in Arms againſt his Majeſty, and has 
lince had a Poſt of the greateſt Confidence and Truſt near 
the Pretender. In this Letter, he owns the Receipt of one 
from Marr by ielly, together with verbal Inſtructions ; 
which to cut off all Excuſe of Surprize or Inadvertency, 
he ſays he carefully conſider'd, and yet entirely agreed 
to. He then mentions his preſent ſad Circumſtances, but

And among other Things, they obſerve, that on the th 
of May, Dillon's Secretary writes to Kelly, That if

And in the Cypher taken among Dennis Kelly's Papers in 
George Kelly's Hand-Writing, Mr. Carte is deſign'd by the 
fietitious Names of Thomas and Trotter, Who appear, by 
comparing ſeveral Paſſages in the Letters, to mean the 
Name Perſon with George Williams. - From the Time of 
George Kelly's being firſt taken up, the Biſhop of Roche. 
Ner is denoted by the Names of Rig and Weſton, as ap- 
pear from many Circumſtance. 

It appears by the Letter from Dillon's Secretary of the 
 ITthof June, that they apprehended in general, on Kel- 
| ty's being taken up, that ſome of their Correſpondents 
would be oblig'd to go aſide, but that their greateſt 
| Pain was for Mr. Kefton, whoſe Intimacy with Kelly was 
ſuch, that Kelly is ſtil'd his Clerk, which is no impeo- 
per Name for one that kept the Cyphers, which are ſtil'd 
throughout the intercepted Letters, Books of Accounts, 
and in Layer's Cypher, are call'd Rentals. If Kelly had 
had no Secrets to reveal, the Pain for Mr. Wefton, and the 
Fear of other Correſpondents going aſide, would not 
Have been ſo conſiderable. On the 14th of June, Carte 
ſets them at Eaſe in Relation to Weſton, who was, he 
ſays, us eaſy in his Affairs as any Man alive; which

at me; and for the Truth of this, I can appeal te

Touch. The Earl of Strafford repell'd this Reflection 


with a great deal of Vivacity, and ſaid, He was

+ cient noble Blood running in his Veins than ſome 
© others, fo he hop'd, he might be allow'd to expreſs

the Iſſue of this warm Debate, call'd for the Queſtion, 
which being put 'upon the Earl Cowper's Motion, was 
carry'd in the Negative by 81 Voices againſt 26.

The Gentleman-Uſher of the Black Rod having on the 
26th of March, acquainted the Houſe, That he had made
